1. Do we have adequate Police Protection? It has been sug- 
gested that we have two patrolmen. Is this necessary? Exactly what 
do we expect of our Police Dept. 


2. How much longer will the present location serve us as a 
town dump? How much longer will it serve us if we restrict its use 
to Searsport residents only? Are there any other possible sites? 


3. Are we spending too little on our antiquated sewer system? 
Should we be building up a Capital Reserve Account so that we will 
be able to install an adequate sewerage system at some future date 
without too much of an impact on our tax load? 

4. Should we not be asking for stronger legislation to force 
payment by fathers who desert their children? 

5. If our projected school enrollment proves correct, when 
can the taxpayers expect a leveling off of school costs. Without the 
costs of new construction and equipment the following requests 
were made for the past six years. 


1958 — $71,000.00 1959— $80,900.00 1960— $88,500.00 
1961 — $98,190.00 1962 — $113,129.00 1963 — $183,515.00 


Within a year or so, some answers will be forthcoming as a 
result of our Comprehensive Planning Survey. Other answers will 
be available only if the elected officials and citizens of Searsport 
work closely for the betterment of the Town as a whole.

Many of the reasons for the increase in the 1963 appropriation 
request are listed in the reports of the Principals and Music Super- 
visor, which follow. 


In December, 1962, the Joint Superintending School Commit- 
tee of Union No. 78 voted to establish two classes for Union pupils 
with learning difficulties. These will be located in Searsport, in the 
Brick School. Cost of teachers’ salaries, janitor, fuel, books, supplies 
and utilities will be pro-rated on the same basis as Supervision. 


Transportation will be provided by individual Towns. These 
classes will afford students who need more time and attention the 
opportunity of working in small classes and at their own rate of 
speed on their own level. 


Funds for library books for all schools have been included in 


the proposed budget. 


Additional teachers, audio-visual equipment, text-books and 
supplies, as listed in the Principals’ reports, are included in the 


proposed budget. 
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Searsport has a good physical plant, with the exception of the 
repairs needed at the Junior High School. We have an excellent 
staff, working together to develop ever better education for the 
youth of the Town.

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REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent, School Committee, and 
Citizens of Searsport: 
CURRICULUM IMPROVEMENT 


This year, as well as last year, we can point to improvement in 
our high school curriculum. Two new arithmetic classes were added 
for students enrolled in non-college courses. We were able to con- 
tinue our development of the language program by offering French 
If as a regular course along with French I, Latin I, and Latin II. 
The first-year algebra class was also divided into two ability groups. 
We continued to offer two tracks of English, social studies and 
science. This expansion of our curriculum was made possible by 
teachers who taught an extra period each day. They have my 
appreciation and, I am sure, yours. 


We have been able this year to place our teachers strictly in 
their own areas of teaching strength. Mr. Snow teaches only 
languages and Driver education; Mrs. Rivers teaches only history 
and government; Mrs. Wooster teaches only commercial subjects; 
Mr. Pierce teaches only science; Mr. Akerley teaches only math; 
Mrs. Jackson and Mr. Violette teach only English and one class 
of arithmetic. This has improved the level of excellence in all 
classes and will be reflected in better-prepared students. 


The Industrial Arts program was enlarged to include electricity. 
Mr. Francis, our new shop teacher, has done an outstanding job of 
organizing a program for the boys. I’m sure that this program has 
made the difference between staying in school or leaving for some 


boys. 


GUIDANCE 
I think that it is of interest to note that nearly one-half of last 
year's graduating class went on to some type of advanced schooling; 
some at the University and Teachers Colleges, and others at busi- 


ness and technical schools. There are indications now that this 
ee | 
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years graduating class will have 20 or more going on for further 
training. Id like to emphasize, at this point, that my office is open 
to anyone who needs help in applying to a school or college. You 
do not have to be attending high school now to get this help.. The 
office will be open during the summer, as well as during the school 


Our school is much easier to administer with the use of the 
intercom system installed by the school district. This has been 


The high school has been improving steadily, but many things 
still need to be done to bring us in line with the better schools. With 
this in mind, I will outline a possible program of improvement 
which could lead us toward accreditation. 


PROPOSED IMPROVEMENTS OF CURRICULUM AND 
SERVICES IN THE HIGH SCHOOL 
All recommendations are based on: 


1. A survey of all the four-year high schools of our 
approximate size. 


ine) 


The information put out by the states on accreditation 
and course of study. 


3. An evaluative visit by Dr. Devitt of the State Depart- 
ment of Education. 


4. Consideration of Searsport’s own particular needs. 

Early in September of this year a survey form was mailed to 
the following schools: Jay, Wilton, Machias, Gray, Leavitt, Wiscas- 
set, Waldoboro, Bar Harbor, A.C.I., Mechanic Falls, Eliot, and 
Eastport. The following statistics were compiled from the returns: 


1. The average enrollment was 219.5. 
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2. The average number of teachers (excluding the prin- 
~* cipal) was 13.38. 


3. The average number of classrooms (excluding labs, 
libraries, typing rooms, study halls, etc.) was 7.8. 


4. 81.8% offered Physical Education on an average of 2.1 
periods a week. 


5. 81.8% had a Guidance Teacher on an average of 
71.3% of the time. 


6. 90.0% had clerical help on an average of 74.1% of the 
time. 


7. Class periods averaged 49.1] minutes in length 5 times 
per week. 


A study of other materials received from these schools indicate 
that most of them provide a librarian part time. 


Since it would be physically impossible to expand the plant 
for next year, my recommendation is based on what can reasonably 
be included in our plant now. 


RECOMMENDATIONS FOR 1963-1964 


1. A physical education teacher be hired and program 
set up with at least minimum equipment being pur- 
chased. The physical education teacher to also serve 
as Driver Education teacher. 


2. One academic teacher be hired to provide for the addi- 
tional French III, Geography, and third track in Eng- 
lish. All of the above is a move toward the higher 
standards of accreditation. 


3. That at least $600 be set aside to buy books for the 
library. This sum will not make our library adequate 
but will be a start toward accreditation. 
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4. That we change to a 6 period schedule with periods 50 
minutes in length, 5 times a week. This can be possible 
only with the addition of the two teachers. The state 
recommendation is 250 minutes per week. The other 
schools of our size provide this. 


5. That an office clerk be hired half time. This is less 
than the average, but it seems to be sufficient for the 
present situation. 


6. That some of the metal working equipment be in- 
stalled this year. The recommendation of Mr. Francis 
be followed on what equipment could fit into the space 
that we have. 


As always, the co-operation of the people in town with the 
school and students has been outstanding. Im sure the students 
join with me in thanking you for the many courtesies and favors 
extended us. |

Our curriculum is improving in spite of limited facilities. The 
Junior High is in need of many materials in order to function as it 


should. 
RECOMMENDATIONS FOR 1963-64 


y An additional teacher will permit both grades 7 and 
~ 8 to have two separate sections and will allow each 
teacher to remain in his subject area. 


2. The present antiquitated toilet facilities have created 
many problems. They must be improved. 


3. The stairs and floors are in need of repair. Additional 
storage space and shelves, new blinds and curtains, 
and painting, inside and out are needed. A library 
should be built, and repairs to the lunch room made. 


4. The front entrance needs a lot of work. The steps are 
falling down. The paneling is coming off the sides of 
the porch. A roof over the fire exit is needed. 


5. There are few audio-visual materials. A strip film pro- 
'  jector, films, an overhead projector, a screen — all 
would increase understanding. 


However, the greatest problem we face is that of an inadequate 
library. This is a very important department in any school. 
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The Superintendent, School Committee, Parents, and Citizens 
realize our problem and I am sure are doing all in their power to 
solve it. I'm sure we all want our schools to be a source of pride. 
I thank parents and citizens for all they have done for us in the past.

REPORT OF THE ELEMENTARY SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 
To the Superintendent, School Committee, and 
Citizens of the Town of Searsport: 


I hereby submit my first annual report as Principal of the 
Searsport Elementary School. 


In October all children were weighed, measured, and the 
results recorded. Sight and hearing tests were given, results 
recorded and notices sent home to parents of children who ap- 
peared to have sight or hearing difficulties. Many of these children 
were taken to their family physician or to specialists in their parti- 
cular field, and where needed, corrections made. I take this op- 
portunity to thank the Mothers who helped with the program. 


Mrs. Luella Bowden taught the first five weeks of the fall term 
but due to illness has been unable to return to her classroom. Mrs. 
Lucille Castle substituted in that room for twelve weeks. Since 
that time the position has been filled by Mrs. Madeline Farris. 
(State of Maine Laws Relating to Public Schools stipulates that a 
person holding a substitute certificate shall not teach more than 
sixty days in any one room.) 


Sixty new books have been added to our library this year. A 
gift of fifty used books was also received. At present a list is being 
compiled of books needed in the science, biography, history, and 
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fiction sections of the library. It is planned to purchase these books 
this coming year. 


A ‘new rank card has been adopted, the marks for grading 
being uniform throughout the school system. 


The teachers are working to establish minimum essentials that 
must be mastered by each child before being promoted to the next 
higher grade. The standards set up are not an outline of what all 
pupils will achieve, but rather, a minimum that a child must achieve 
to receive promotion. 


Students from the Business Course in the High School have 
been most helpful this year, as they were last year, in typing. 
mimeographing and filing. Members of the Future Teachers Club 
have also been helpful and the work of both groups is appreciated. 


Seience Research Reading Laboratories are in use in two rooms 
at present and it is planned to expand the program to two more 
rooms soon. The S. R. A. Laboratory is a scientifically developed 
reading program where each pupil begins on his own level and 
may progress as far and as rapidly as he is able. In this program the 
child is competing with himself and can note his own achievements, 
as well as his weaknesses. 


Boys and girls’ choruses are continuing this year, as last, under 
the direction of Mrs. Light and Mrs. Clements. 


Children from all the rooms have had the privileges of using the 
gymnasium for physical education programs again this year. 


In closing I wish to express my thanks to the people of the 
Town who.have helped us in various ways and to the teachers fe: 
their cooperation.

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REPORT OF THE MUSIC SUPERVISOR 
To the Superintendent, School Committee, and 
Citizens of Searsport: 


THE GENERAL MUSIC PROGRAM in the Elementary 
School has improved this year due to a more organized and sys- 
tematic approach. A comprehensive music program has been intro- 
duced with a strong emphasis on music reading. This process will 
contribute to the strength and definition of musical growth and is 
the key to a real understanding of music. I have supplied each 
classroom teacher with an outline book containing all music material 
for the entire year. The book goes even further by explaining 
clearly how to present it to the class. This I feel has done four things: 


1. Helped teachers feel more at home in a subject which 
is foreign to some. 


2. Provided a smooth transition from one grade level to 
the next. | 


3. Has eliminated unintentional repitition of subject. 
matter. yk 


4. Provided musical development commensurate with 
maturation level. 


THE BAND PROGRAM this year has seen the addition of a 
new organization, the Elementary School Band. This group per- 
forms a very important role for the beginning instrumentalist by 
providing him with music more in line with his stage of develop- 
ment. It also provides the High School Band with qualified and 
experienced musicians thereby affording that group the opportunity 
to play music of a more challenging nature. There are at present 
68 students participating in instrumental music. 
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THE CHORUSES have benefited greatly due to the addition of 
the new piano which was purchased with money earned from 
concerts given during the past three years. The High School Chorus 
is now preparing for the music festival in May. 


The Elementary School Choruses offer excellent experience in 
choral singing for the qualified student and like the Elementary 
Band this group also provides trained and experienced singers for 
the High School groups.

Operations for the year resulted in net income for the year of 
$4,029.53 or an increase of $40.51 over 1961 prepared on a com- 
parable basis, consistent with Maine Public Utilities Commission 
procedures, deducting bond retirement and Sinking Fund appropria- 
tions from Gross Income. 
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Certain Reserves were segegrated from Earned Surplus in ac- 
cordance with P. U. C. recommendations. The Pipeline Survey 
account was charged to Earned Surplus as voted and the amount 
of $328.18, representing an overbilling in 1961 to the U. S. Air Force, 
was likewise charged off. 


Our examination was made in conformity with generally ac- 
cepted auditing standards and included such tests and other proce- 
dures as were considered necessary. We did not, however, make 
a detailed examination of all transactions nor did we confirm out- 
standing accounts receivable balances directly with customers. 


Subject to the foregoing it is our opinion that the accompanying 
statements fairly present the financial position of the Searsport 
Water District as at December 31, 1962, and the results of its opera- 
tion for the year then ended based upon generally accepted account- 
ing principles consistently applied.

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REPORT OF 
THE CARVER MEMORIAL LIBRARY ASSOCIATION 


The trustees of the Carver Memorial Library Association 
present their report for the year ending December 381, 1962. They, 
in their service to the public, are as ever, interested in improving 
the facilities and resources of the library. 


During 1962 the major accomplishments were the addition of 
book cases to meet the need of shelving more books, and the partial 
development of a parking lot. On the agenda, but deferred until 
1963 because of pressure and delay of previous commitments, was 
the construction of a new walk from the building to the street. 


This project is important to insure a safe approach to the build- 
ing. Important, too, is the completion of the parking lot, another 
safety measure — this an item of considerable expense in that 
drainage of the area is involved. Incidentally, both of these projects 
will improve the appearance of the library property. 

A larger budget than that of last year is needed to carry out 
such plans and to meet the new minimum standard of library service 
recently set up by the Maine State Library Association, the require- 
ment now being a minimum of 20-30 hours with the library open at 
least 4 days a week. At present the Carver Memorial Library is open 
2 days a week with a total service of 10 hours per week. The neces- 
sary change means doubling the expenditure for salary. The new 
schedule will be put into effect as soon as possible. 


In addition to the above specified items of expenses are the 
regular and routine ones of maintenance, including the painting this 
summer of the outside of the building. 


It is hoped and so estimated that the expenses of 1963 will be 
taken care of by the library's own resources (about $500.00 per 
annum increased this year by another $500.00 — interest from a 
recently-received trust fund) plus the annual appropriation of the 
town. The trustees believe that they are justified, after careful 


consideration, to ask the town for an appropriation of $2,000.00.

We had a total of 61 cases of contagious diseases during 1962 
with Infectious Hepatitis predominating. The reported cases were 
as follows:

I believe there have been some cases unreported, and would 
call attention to the state law requiring all contagious cases to be 
reported either by the householder or the attending physician. 


The following is a report of study made by the Department of 
Health and Welfare relative to the number of Infectious Hepatitis 
and Half Moon Pond Water. *. 


During the last week in August, 1962, Dr. Alta Ashley of the 
Department of Health and Welfare came to Searsport to alert the 
Local Health Officer of a possible epidemic of Infectious Hepatitis. 
It was reported that a Bangor youth, with Hepatitis, had been 
swimming in Half Moon Pond. Dr. Dean Fisher, Commissioner of 
the Department of Health and Welfare and others kept a close watch 
on the number of reported cases, Even though it is a reported fact 
that chlorine does not kill Infectious Hepatitis virus, the Department 
of Health and Welfare feels that had the water been the cause of the 
spread of Hepatitis in Searsport, there would have been many more 
cases than those reported. 


It is the writers opinion that the community should endeaver 
to have a physician as its Health Officer.

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COMMENTS 


The tax collections during the year have resolved the unusual 
situation of one year ago. The tax anticipation loan of $100,000.00 
and the unpaid County tax of $23,855.00, then outstanding, were 
both liquidated early in the year. The cash balance does reflect a 
considerable decline but contains approximately $15,000.00 more 


In the departmental accounts the unexpended balances lapsed 
to surplus were $10,044.97 in contrast to $4,524.53 in overdrafts. The 
tctal increase in the unappropriated surplus was $18,360.95. The 
remainder of the indebtedness incurred for High School building 
construction was retired through the operations of the School Dis- 
trict. It was intended that all remaining operating funds of the 
School] District would be turned over to the Town prior to the year 
end closing; a forced postponement of the trustees final meeting 
caused the transfer to occur early in 1963 and the School District to 
terminate at that time. The terms of the new bonded indebtedness 
called for only $5,000.00 to be retired during 1962, intentionally held 
to this figure during the period when the School District and Town 
issues overlapped.

The Capital Reserves were increased, in addition to interest 
earnings, by $6,000.00, however, this amount was appropriated from 
surplus and is simply a setting aside of prior years gains. Considering 
all of the foregoing, it is evident that the past year has been finan- 
cially favorable in many respects, the end result being an overall 
good financial position. 


The one item not so favorable financially is the overdraft in- 
curred by the School Department, which will be reflected in the new 
budget requirements. This department should be more consolidated 
through action by the voters because the administration has no alter- 
native but carry all balances forward. There are now seven separate 
balances which should be reduced to no more than three. | 

Certain of the departmental accounts that normally would lapse 
to surplus were carried forward because of commitments made, but 
not completed at year end. One account that was lapsed occurs in 
the hydrant rental appropriation which was intended for the custom- 
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ary full year’s cost. Obviously the change in the fiscal year to Decem- 
ber 31st has caused the Water Company billing period to coincide 
with the fiscal year of the Town leaving a choice between prepay- 
ment for six months or lapsing one-half year’s appropriation, the 
latter choice being made for this year. The departmental accounts 
do not include the balance due from the sale of the former Nichols 
School Building because municipal procedures do not contemplate 
the acceptance of notes or promises in financial transactions. 


The amount and duration of the outstanding debt is quite im- 
pressive when considered upon a per capita basis. The yearly tax 
burden in principal and interest requirements alone, beginning with 
1964, will be approximately double the amount appropriated for all 
school purposes twenty years ago. Possibly the most significant result 
will be in the area of future planning for there is already in sight a 
growing need for two items requiring major capital construction ex- 
clusive of the additional school facilities that may be needed before 
final retirement of the current bond issue in 1985. The tendency of 
debt to create debt may be quite significant in future planning.

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VETERANS, VETERANS’ WIDOWS AND MOTHERS 


In accordance with a letter from the Bureau of Taxation dated 
January 2, 1962, it is necessary for you to fill out a new application 
form for exemption from local taxation. 


You will need proof of the period of military service, and proof 
of honorable or other discharge. This may be in the form of a letter 
from the Veterans’ Administration or other appropriate government . 
office. If you are claiming exemption because you are a minor child 
or because you are a veteran over 62 years of age, the application 
should be accompanied by proof of the date of birth, such as a 
copy of your birth certificate. If your claim to exemption is based 
on the receipt of a pension or compensation, the application should 
also be accompanied by proof of receipt of such compensation, or 
pension, which may be in the form of a letter from the Veterans’ 
Administration or other government office. Such letter should indi- 
cate whether the compensation is for service connected disability 
or not. 


Beginning with 1962 taxes, the exemption is limited to 
property taxable in the place where you are a legal resident and you 
must have been a legal resident of the State of Maine when entering 
the military service, or have been a legal resident of the State of 
Maine for at least a total of ten years prior to making claim for 
exemption. 


It is necessary for us to have the completed forms in our files 
before April Ist, 1963, if you are to be exempt from the tax for 
the year 1963. 


If you will bring the necessary data to our office, we will be 
glad to assist you in completing the application. If we do not receive 
the completed form by April 1, 1963, we will consider that you do 
not wish tax exemption. 


ASSESSORS OF SEARSPORT 


SEARSPORT’S BARNEY HOSE COMPANY 


The Searsport Fire Department is named for one of the early 
organizers of the town’s first Engine Company, Penobscot Engine 
Company, No. 1. The framed Constitution and By-Laws of this com- 
pany are hanging in the Engine House and show it was organized in 
1854 and re-organized in 1874. The 1878 roster shows 61 citizens 
comprised its members, officers and board of engineers. A hand- 
drawn tub — The Penobscot — was its first piece of equipment, 
bought in 1854. In 1874 a horse-drawn tub — The Phineas Pendle- 
ton — was added. It is believed that it was last used fighting a fire in 
1924. The company built the present engine house in 1877. The 
Town. Office is located on the building’s second floor. 


The department has always given a good account of itself. It is 
strictly volunteer and while there are no full-time firemen, the mem- 
bers take pride in the fact that the equipment is on the way in a 
matter of minutes after the alarm sounds. Including the Chief, Asst. 
Chief, Captain and Lieutenant, there are 19 men in the present de- 
partment: Alton Jackson, Daniel Rich, Cecil Card, Lawernce Kim- 
ball, Clifford Jackson, Warner Hamilton, Kenneth Rich, Lindley 
Small, Ralph Webster, Fred Moody, William Roberts, Jay Colcord, 
Donald Kimball, Lloyd Rainey, James Moody, Louis Rich, Vaughan 
Howard, James Carr, Frank O. Whiting. At least a third of these 
have over twenty years’ experience with the department. 


Alton Jackson has been the Chief since 1950 when he succeeded 
his father, the late C. W. Jackson, who served from 1942 to 1950. 
Prior to that Harry Clements was Chief from 1933 to 1942, and the 
late Henry Partridge from 1925 to 1933. Records are scanty prior to 
1925. 


Until Pike’s mill closed in 1911, its steam whistle was the fire 
alarm. From then until 1934 the two church bells were rung in uni- 
son and their discordant sound signified trouble to those within their 
range. In 1934 an electric siren was mounted on Union Hall and to 
increase the range of coverage, a second one was set up at Norris St. 
in 1960. Dialing the fire number contacts a phone fire net and the 
alarm can be blown from any of the houses where the phones are 
located. 


Besides the trucks the department has a trailer-mounted _port- 
able 500 gpm pump driven by a gasoline engine. This was acquired 
through Civilian Defense and could prove to be a valuable addition. 
They also have a light gasoline driven pump that can be carried by 
two men to remote fires. This has proved of great value in woods 
and grass fires. There is a good supply of 1%” hose to carry with it 
and get the water to the fire from wells, streams or ponds. Altogether 
the department has 3500 feet of 24%” and 14” hose ready for use. An 
ample supply of tools for fighting woods and grass fires is main- 
tained. 


A resuscitator was bought in 1960 and the men are trained to 
use it. Already it has been credited with assists in saving two lives. 
A portable air tank is available for entry into areas contaminated 
with smoke or gas. 


This year a base radio station was set up in the Town Office 
with the installation of a Citizens Band radio. Portable units were 
installed in the three trucks. This makes it possible to maintain con- 
tact between the units and with the base station. If the units should 
answer one alarm and another fire breaks out requiring recall of 
equipment to handle it, the base station can contact them. The four 
radios are set up to operate on the Fire Department and Civilian 
Defense channels. This in effect gives the town three mobile C. D. 
radio units that tie in with the County radio net. The men who oper- 
ate these radios have been cooperating by familiarizing themselves 
with C. D. procedures so they can handle the message work if 


necessary. 


Much more might be written on this subject but the facts sum 
up to this: The department has excellent equipment, well main- 
tained by dedicated, well trained men ready to operate it in a hurry 
should an emergency require it. For a town of its size, Searsport can 
be proud of, and depend on, its Fire Department.

All taxpayers should read the SOOT EO requirements and 
comply with them. 


LAWS OF THE STATE OF MAINE 


Sec. 34. Taxpayers to list property; notice, penalty, verification. 
— Before making an assessment, the assessors shall give reasonable 
notice in writing to all persons, liable to taxation in the municipality, 
to furnish to the assessors true and perfect lists of their polls and 
all their estates, not by law exempt from taxation, of which they 
were possessed on the Ist day of April of the same year. 


The notice to residents may be given by posting notifications 
in some public place in the municipality, or in such other way as 
the municipality directs. 


The notice to non-resident owners may be by mail directed to 
the last known address of the taxpayer, or by any other way that 
provides reasonable notice to the taxpayer. 


If any person after such notice does not furnish such list, he is 
thereby barred of his right to make application to the assessors or 
the county commissioners for any abatement of his taxes, unless 
he furnishes such list with his application and satifies them that he 
was unable to furnish it at the time appointed. 


The assessors or any of them may require the person furnishing 
the list to make oath to its truth, which oath any of them may 
administer, and any of them may require him to answer in writing 
all proper inquiries as to the nature, situation and value of his 
property liable to be taxed in the state; and a refusal or neglect to 
answer such inquiries and subscribe the same bars an appeal to 
the county commissioners, but such list and answers shall not be 
conclusive upon the assessors.

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REPORT OF SELECTMEN 


To the Citizens of the Town of Searsport, 


Considerable time and effort was spent at the beginning of the 
year to reorganize the administrative personnel into an efficient 
operating unit. We were fortunate to be able to employ a profes- 
sionally trained administrator within the budget of the town. Good 
administration can only be accomplished by the employment of well 
trained personnel. 


After a study of the policies and administration of the town 
we found that certain changes were necessary. A policy of monthly 
inspection of the ledgers together with a weekly inspection of the 
treasurer’s warrant has been started. We are instituting a system of 
road maintenance and repair. Too few roads are getting enough 
attention. We are setting up a capital budgeting system for the 
systematic replacement of equipment. Some accounts have been 
excessively overdrawn without regard to balances. Other accounts 
have balances carrying over from year to year without any planned 
objective for expenditure of these balances. 


We would like to start a system for public service extensions. 
Existing sidewalks are in a state of disrepair. Adequate sewage 
disposal systems are practically non-existent. Where they do exist 
maps are inadequate in recording their location. Laws to regulate 
private systems are very poorly enforced. In the past there was no 
program for the closing of abandoned roads. At the present cost of 
$6,000.00 per mile for construction of roads, it is possible for the 
Town of Searsport to incur considerable expense to reclaim these 
abandoned roads if they are not discontinued. The town has a sub- 
stantial investment in its department of education. A lot of study 
should be given to the aims of our schools as the major portion of 
the tax appropriation is centered in this department. 
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Some progress has been made in the area of safety and recreation. 
Adequate street lighting has been installed, and the town wharf is 
being maintained and improved. Mosman park has been maintained 
and cared for. 


Cemeteries need much attention. Routine maintenance is not 
sufficient to keep pace with the destructive forces of the elements. 
Years of inadequate maintenance have resulted in a state of near 
carnage in some cemeteries. In this area, restoration, should perpetu- 
ate the aesthetic value of the cemeteries. Planning is underway for 
expansion of the Elmwood Cemetery for future needs. A larger and 
more adequate vault for winter storage is being considered. 


Working within the limitations of the appropriations of the last 
annual town meeting, we have attempted to get the most accom- 
plished for the available tax dollar. In most instances we found that 
severe budgeting was necessary to accomplish the minimum work 
required. With the assistance of our town manager, we hope to estab- 
lish an efficient system of municipal operation and planning that will 
project itself well into the future.

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REPORT OF 
THE CARVER MEMORIAL LIBRARY ASSOCIATION | 


The Carver Memorial Library Association, in presenting the report 
for thé year 1963 ending December 31, announces finally achieving 
the two major projects on its agenda for the past two years: the 
cement walk is now a reality and the enlargement of the parking 
lot, an accomplishment (except for the final grading postponed until 
spring). The other 1962 project, the painting of the outside of the 
building, delayed by an unfavorable season, is also one of this year’s 
expenses. These three items cut heavily into the maintenance account, 
further reduced since the audit by $415.00, an amount inadvertently 
not included in the final accounting for 1963. 


On the agenda for 1964 there are two projects: the replacement 
of the old plumbing (installed in 1910), and the building of a storage 
space (entirely lacking) for library equipment. 


For resources see the treasurer’s report. The interest on the funds 
reveal an increase through the J. P. Nichols Fund, a fortunate cir- 
cumstance for our outlay this year was necessarily high to carry out 
our projects. The salary now paid the librarian show an increase for 
additional library hours. 


After careful estimate of expenses for 1964 the Association is 
requesting from the town an appropriation of $1,500.00 — $500.00 
less than last year. 


It was five years ago that the Association was reorganized. During 
this period the trustees have been able to carry out their long range 
plan: the complete renovation of the building, the needed additional 
shelving, the replacement of the old with a new cement walk, and 
the development of an adequate parking lot —- to mention the most 
important needs. 


With these improvements the library is in a better position to serve 
the community in its educational and cultural interests. 
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The trustees wish to express their appreciation to the Selectmen 
and the Town Manager for their cooperation in developing the park- 
ing lot, and to the many townspeople who support the library by 
contributions or in other ways. During the year the Board welcomed 
Mr. Robert Clark to its organization. 


The Carver Memorial Library is fortunate in having as librarian 
an able and interested one — Mrs. Esther Card. 


From Republican Journal, October 12, 1908: 


SEARSPORT TO HAVE A LIBRARY BUILDING 


At a largely attended special town meeting held Monday at Union 
Hall, the town voted to accept the very generous offer of Mrs. 
George A. Carver, Amos D. Carver and Miss Elizabeth E. Carver 
of Brooklyn, New York, heirs of the late Capt. George A. Carver, 
of a public library building, to be built of granite and pressed brick, 
with heating apparatus and lighted with electricity. The building is 
to be 27 by 41 feet and 13.6 posted. It is to be erected on the Joshua 
Black lot, so-called, on the corner of Union and Mortland Streets, 
is to cost $8,000, and to be called “The George A. Carver Public 
Library”. At the meeting the following resolution was unanimously 
adopted and it was voted to send a copy to each of the heirs: 


RESOLVED: That the inhabitants of Searsport, in town meeting 
assembled, highly appreciate the very generous offer of Mrs. George 
A. Carver, Amos D. Carver and Miss Elizabeth E. Carver of Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., the heirs of the late Capt. George A. Carver, formerly 
4 respected citizen of Searsport, to erect and donate a public library 
juilding to Searsport and with profound gratification we accept their 
generous offer and tender them therefore our sincere and most 
earnest thanks. 


Later this was changed to The Carver Memorial Library. 
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REPORT OF PLANNING BOARD 


The Searsport Planning Board is composed of five regular and 
two alternate members, appointed by the Selectmen in March, 1962 
and sworn in June 18, 1962, by Town Manager Ernest Libby. 


Regular meetings are held on the first Monday of the month in the 
library of the High School. 


The records show eighteen meetings held in 1962 and ten meetings 
to date this year. During the fall and winter of 1962-1963, the 
Board interviewed representatives from five consulting firms and 
selected The Northeast Planning Associates to do the Searsport 
survey. 


The purpose of such a study is to determine future needs by a 
thoughtful economic appraisal of the community and its potential. 
The economic base analysis of the town governs the municipal fiscal 
ability to run a school system, street system and water system, to 
provide police and fire protection, health and welfare services. 


Statistics from a house-to-house survey taken in the fall of 1963 
and now being tabulated are expected to reveal land uses, existing 
facilities and utilities. A population analysis from this survey should 
be of value to the School Board for future predictions. 

Future objectives of this Board will be to evaluate the information 
received, to make proposals from time to time for your considera- 
tion and at all times to be identified with what is, in the best interests 
of our community, within its fiscal abilities.

With the beginning of the school year in September the Health 


Program of the Elementary School commenced with the weighing and 
measuring of the children. This was followed by tests of sight and 
hearing. Results of all tests were recorded and in the case of sight 
and hearing tests notices were sent home to the parents of the 
children who appeared to have difficulties. As in previous years the 
parents cooperated whenever possible, by taking the children to their 
own physicians or to specialists and corrections were made. The 
Lions Club is to be commended on its interest and assistance in the 
sight-saving program. ) 
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Because many children from outside communities have entered 
our school, and because some parents had taken their children to 
their own doctors, there seemed to be a question concerning the 
completeness of our health records. An excellent team of workers 
has brought these records up-to-date. The parental cooperation in 
this venture was most gratifying. Our health program would be most 
difficult if it were not for the help of these volunteers. 


The Stanford Achievement Tests and the California Tests of 
Mental Ability were also given in September and the results placed 
in the permanent files of each child. 


Again this year the Science Research Laboratories for Reading 
are being used in several rooms. This program does much to help 
the child overcome reading difficulties, since he can note his own 
weaknesses and strengths. This program has been under the direction 
of Mrs. Light who attended the special Science Research Associates 
Workshop in Cranston, R. I. She has also visited reading classes in 
all of the rooms. Mrs. Carter has assisted by teaching classes in social 
studies and arithmetic in Mrs. Light’s room. To further help the 
children with particular reading difficulties a remedial class should 
be formed in the future. The class would be in addition to the regular 
classroom work. 


Seven Lincoln Libraries have been purchased for grades three 
through six and new books have been bought for our Library. We 
are most pleased with a gift of thirty new books from Mr. and Mrs. 
Gant. 


This year the teachers have been grouped on two levels to do 
special research work in arithmetic. Through careful study of sample 
texts from various publishing companies we hope to choose our new 
arithmetic texts wisely. At a later date an arithmetic workshop is 
planned. 


Again we face the problem of over-crowding. Our registration in 
September was 329 in the Elementary School, but has been increased 
by 18 during the fall. All of the rooms in the building are currently 
being used. 
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Our sixth grade room is now housing thirty-five students, most of 
whom will go to Junior High in the fall. The incoming sixth grade 
now numbers fifty-eight and will require two rooms rather than one. 


Extensive repairs in the Junior High School building have been 
matched by improvements in the curriculum, made possible by the 
addition of a teacher. The antiquated toilet facilities have been 
modernized, a fire alarm system installed, hot water added, fire- 
proofing of stair wells and boiler room completed and a partition in 
the basement now provides separate lunch room and library space. 


The trestle tables were re-covered, new shades purchased for all 
windows and heavy mesh screens put on all basement and rear first- 
floor windows. The stage has been partitioned off to provide a com- 
bination Teacher’s Room and book and supply storage area. This 
year repairs to the front entrance and painting, inside and out, are 
planned. 


The additional teacher allowed both grades to be taught on two 
levels. The library has been expanded considerably. A Dramatic 
Club was formed and students will participate in Prize Speaking and 
the County Spelling Bee. 


This year a major change in class period scheduling in the High 
School was effected. The number of class periods per day was 
decreased from seven to six, and the time of each period increased 
from 40 to 50 minutes. Basically, what this means is: 


a. Instruction in every subject has been increased 25% 
b. Students have fewer study periods 
c. The school day is no longer than it was before 


The results of this change have been gratifying. There is every indica- 
tion that learning has increased. College entrance examination scores 
are considerably higher than in the past; the quality of work being 
done in all classes, including industrial arts, is noticeably higher; 
School prepared examinations indicate the same. 
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Physical education has been introduced into our program. All 
students take part twice each week. Mr. Brierley has organized a 
program of great variety, including physical conditioning, develop- 
ment of co-ordination and rhythm. We should continue to add pieces 
of equipment to develop a gymnastics program. 


Sheet metal equipment and tools have been added to the indus- 
trial arts area, and Mr. Francis has started a program on metal 
working. Interested persons are welcome at any time to visit the 
shop area and observe the equipment and the program. 


With driver education now being taught by Mr. Brierley, more 
time has become available for Mr. Snow to teach languages. This year 
for the first time French I, HU, and III are being offered along with 
Latin I, and Latin II. 


This year an effort has been made to improve our reference 
library. Many books in the fields of science and social studies have 
been added as well as a set of encyclopedia and English reference 
books. In total number of books, we are still below the requirements; 
but in the quality of the books that we now have, the library is much 
better equipped to meet the needs of the students. 


We have been most fortunate in keeping all of last year’s teachers 
and in securing the services of Mr. Brierley and Mr. Blood. The 
training and experience of this group has enabled us to produce a very 
strong academic program. 


This past year we had seven students accepted at the University 
of Maine, one at Annapolis, two at Farmington State Teachers 
College, five at Husson College, two at Burdett College, one at 
Cambridge School of Radio, one at School of Practical Art, and one 
at Twin City Beauty Culture. We also had five girls offered work in 
Washington, D. C. as a result of clerical and stenographic tests 
administered at our school. 


With the addition to the high school voted by the town in 
January, Searsport will have not only a most modern and up-to-date 
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building, but a program that should meet the needs of all of our 
young people. The following improvements in the program will, be 
made: 


1. Home economics will become available to the girls for the 
first time. This course will include not only cooking, sewing 
and homemaking, but also grooming, buying, infant care and 
many others. 


2. Our industrial arts course will be expanded to include weld- 
ing, hot metal, automotive training, as well as woodworking, 
electricity and metal working. 


3. All English classes will be divided into three groups, accord- 
ing to their needs. 


4. There will be two levels of geometry and algebra: One for 
students in college course and one for students in the 
advanced shop course. 


5. Mechanical drawing will be added for students preparing for 
engineering and technical schools. 


6. Ancient and modern history will be added for those students 
preparing for liberal arts colleges. 


7. Physics and chemistry will be taught each year, and biology 
will become a laboratory course. 


8. The library will be large enough to permit its use by more 
than 30 students at one time. With the new books that have 
been added this year, the students will receive immeasurable 
value from this. 


9. Guidance services will be expanded. 


10. When the eighth grade is moved to this building, their pro- 
gram will include French, home economics, shop and 
modern mathematics as well as the basic English, science, 
arithmetic and history. 
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If the High School addition is ready for occupancy at the start 
of school in September, present plans call for two eighth grade classes 
in the new wing, two seventh grades and two six grades in the present 
Junior High School building. Grades six and seven will be self- 
contained classes. This frees, temporarily, a classroom in the Elemen- 
tary School which could be used for a future remedial reading pro- 
gram. 


In conclusion, I wish to thank the Principals and Teachers for a 
year of outstanding effort on behalf of the children of Searsport. I 
know they join me in thanking the parents and organizations who 
have worked so hard to make our schools a source of pride.

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COMMENTS 


From the viewpoint of the administration the financial results of 
the year were quite satisfactory. After disallowing the gain from the 
sale of the Nichols school house, the unexpended balances that lapsed 
to surplus were $5,616.13 greater than the overdrafts. The loss in 
unappropriated surplus, with its attendant drain upon the cash, was 
due to the voted appropriations therefrom of $27,505.00 at the 
annual and special town meetings, in contrast with $10,250.00 
appropriated in the prior year. We have observed the results of 
appropriating from surplus only the excess over a base figure main- 
tained from year to year, or in effect the amount of the prior years 
gain, but this policy is referred to only for the purpose of compara- 
tive analysis and we request that it not be construed as an unethical 
recommendation. 


Analysis of overdrafts revealed certain unforeseen costs, made up 
of items possibly not included in recommendations and instances 
where minor overdrafts would result in substantial future savings. 
The amount made available for social security did provide a small 
margin based upon the prior years costs but the budget may not have 
considered the increase in the Federal rate. The 1966 budget will 
be faced with another increase in this respect. The amount raised for 
debt service was exactly right in respect to the retirement of bonds 
and interest but the agency fee of $34.75 was something extra. These 
instances are recited partly to illustrate the need for a contingency 
fund although we understand such cannot properly be created from 
taxation. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 


It has been a custom in towns to credit the administration account 
with State collected tax revenue such as bank stock tax, railroad and 
telegraph tax and dog tax refund. Although not authorized, this 
practice is not unreasonable when the amounts involved are only a 
few dollars, however, in your town the amounts are now becoming 
substantial and in fairness to the administration we suggest that the 
voters assume the responsibility and direct its use. The appropriation 
of the Town Clerk’s fees to the administration account appears to be 
logical, but in this instance also the use of such revenue should be 
specifically authorized. 


The need for greatly expanded office facilities is well known; our 
only recommendation is that an early solution be found for the 
purpose of saving and efficiency in the administration of the ever- 
growing funds raised by taxation.

Gentlemen: 


Pursuant to your request we have examined the books of account 
and other records of the Searsport Water District for the year, 1963. 
Presented herewith are the following exhibits:

Cash on hand at the audit was counted and reconciled to the 
balance reported on hand at the close of the year. Cash in bank was 
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verified by reference to monthly bank statements. Total receipts for 
the year as recorded in the cash book exceeded bank deposits for 
the year by $58.45, after adjusting for opening and closing amounts 
on hand. This amount has been recorded as Cash Short in the 
operating statement. Accounts Receivable consist of $1,181.51 in 
overdue accounts and $4,327.30 billed January 1, 1964, applicable 
to 1963. Accounts totaling $353.46 were charged off, $187.14 against 
the Reserve Account and the balance directly to operations. Many 
of these accounts dated back for some time and some were in dispute. 
Balances at the end of 1963 were reviewed with the manager who 
indicated all should be ultimately collectible. Materials and supplies 
on hand included five new hydrants purchased in 1963, but not yet 
installed. Other items appear consistent with prior years. 


Engineering services during the year, exploration and test weils 
amounting to $9,356.50 in total have been reflected as a deferred 
charge pending final disposition of these items. Details of the Water 
Property Account are shown in Exhibit “B” and of the Sinking Fund 
in Exhibit “C’’. 


The Operating Statement, Exhibit “E”’, and related Revenue State- 
ment, Exhibit “F’’, reveal a total revenue increase of $3,709, almost 
entirely from industrial usage. Cost of water purchased increased by 
$4,129, however. Other operating expense increases and decreases 
offset one another, leaving net operating income of $11,574 a decrease 
of $284 from 1962. Final net income transferred to Surplus exceeded 
1962 by $4,572. This is due to the decrease in the amount transferred 
to the Sinking Fund. In 1962 an appropriation of $5,000 was made 
to this fund. A transfer of $2,000 was made early in 1963, but later 
recalled through the sale of bonds in the fund having a market value 
1,835, 


The Funds Statement summarizes the disposition of the net income 
for the year. In summary it may be stated that property additions for 
the year were financed through funds generated by the depreciation 
provision, and that the entire net income was applied to payment of 
engineering and exploration costs.

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REPORT FROM TOWN MANAGER 
To the Citizens of the Town of Searsport: 


It is a pleasure to submit to you the 1964 Annual Report 
of the Town of Searsport covering our 119th year as a town. 
This report also covers the activities of the Water District. 


I will follow the same basic subject sequence that I have 
used throughout the report. 


Our tax collections this year, as they did last year, shows 
a substantial amount uncollected, this is due to one of our 
large industries which is still unpaid. Except for this one item 
the remaining uncollected taxes are a little ahead of last year. 
The Excise taxes this year have reached a record high of 
$13,170.00 representing about 1100 cars registered here in 


1964. 


In our administration account, the most important change 
is the addition of our new office in Union Hall. The new office — 
has certainly added to the efficiency of the whole operation. It 
has provided us with a ground floor location, with separate 
rooms for different departments and a separate room for pri- 
vate conferences, already it has proven to be a big asset to the 
town and the outsiders visiting our town. 


The Fire Departments have basically remained the same 
excepting that we did devote a little more time this year at 
North Searsport. We installed a new alarm system and new 
garage door. North Searsport has reorganized its company to 
make it an efficient organization like we have at the downtown 
station. The Water District has started a program of replacing 
some of the old hydrants for the new gated type hydrants. 


The Town Dump has had increasing use in recent years to 
the point that it now needs additional care. We hope to gravel 
over the dump so that cars and trucks can drive around with- 
out worrying about cut tires. 
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The Road Department, this year, rebuilt the County Road 
from Mt. Ephraim Road to Mortland Road. This project was 
paid for with Town Road Improvement money from the State. 
We intended to build the Meadow Road but due to the lack of 
enough funds, we postponed the project until we raise enough 
money to do the complete job. This project will be done this 
year with State Aid matching fund. As far as our regular road 
account, we cut more bushes and resloped the shoulders on the 
Bog Hill Road and the Seekins Road. We replaced many cul- 
verts on many of our town roads. The tarring program includes 
tarring one mile of new road each year so that someday we can 
have most of our roads tarred. 


The Winter Roads are our biggest problem, even though 
we are doing more plowing and sanding than we ever did, we 
still have citizens asking the town to do even more. The cost 
here has not increased, because we now have the new equip- 
ment, which enables us to do the job faster. 


Under unclassified accounts, the only major change there 
is the starting of the Elmwood Cemetery expansion program. 
We hope to be able to use part of that new cemetery this 
summer. 


There are many projects which the town should be doing, 
such as sidewalks, Sanitary sewer, street reconstruction, storm 
sewer, etc., but the town cannot afford to start many of these 
major money projects until we have our school construction 
voroject completed. This town is now committed for interest 
and principal in an amount of nearly $780,000.00, which is very 
large for a small town. I feel that in the very near future many 
of these projects will have to be done.

Your balance sheets reflect numerous and_ substantial 
changes. The following comments are only for the purpose 
of analysis and to expand the meaning of certain figures; in 
no manner is there intention to imply criticism or reeommenda- 
tions in respect to matters of policy. The administration, with- 
in the scope of general government, was found highly sat- 
isfactory. The new office facilities have eliminated the former 
disadvantages of a one room office and have, incidently, added 
a sense of dignity and morale in which we share. 


A new bond issue of $182,000.00 for an addition to the High 
School Building, less the retirement of $10,000.00 from a pre- 
vious issue, accounts for the increase in the long term indebt- 
edness which now totals $497,000.00. 


Tax collections in 1963 were only 73% of the tax commit- 
ment for that year with the result that $50,000.00 of tax 
anticipation borrowing was unpaid at year end. This debt 
was subsequently paid from the new 1964 borrowing. In 1964 
the collection was only 60% and the sum remaining uncollected 
was $48,892.59 greater than at the end of 1963. This caused 
the recurrences of $50,000.00 unpaid again this year and 
further was the reason for the unpaid County Tax and the 
decline in your cash position. 


Although municipalities are generally on a cash basis there 
are a few exceptions, for example, a December expenditure 
for a State pauper to be recovered in the following January 
is not reflected in the computation of surplus. The closing of 
the books at the end of a month obviously means unavoidable 
and unknown accruals pending receipt of vendors invoices and 
statements. The closure at the end of a quarter extends the 
accrual for Aid to Dependent Children to a three months period. 
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These same circumstances will recur each year end and are 
normal. It so happened that the new bond issue bears the 
same anniversary date as the previous issue, namely, July ist, 
and we have set up the interest accrual through December 
31, 1964. Our reason for this is partly for information and 
partly to avoid over statement of your unappropriated surplus. 
In this case the amount is actually known and is an account 
in which the actual money must be on deposit so that bond 
coupons can be cashed on January 2nd of 1965. Unlike other 
accounts it cannot await the receipt of invoice. Not in your 
balance sheet is the obvious interest accrual on unpaid tax 
anticipation loans but consideration of this debt alone would 
be inconsistent without equal consideration being given to 
unpaid taxes. To be technical there is an accrual on teachers 
salaries to be paid in the summer of 1965 but is a budget 
provision for that year. 


A substantial change in expendible trust fund income, par- 
ticularly for worthy poor purposes (but in no way related to 
charities) is due to the inclusion of the increasing amounts 
that are fully earned and on hand in agency or trustee banks 
in December awaiting only the calandar date, now corres- 
ponding with the closing date of the Town, for actual trans- 
mittal. 


Accrued expenses are also incident to school department 
operations so that December accruals for such items as heat, 
utilities and school bus expenses inherently are a part of the 
normal operation every year. Consideration to the possibility 
of undelivered or damaged orders and the time requirement 
for approval was also given to 1963 invoices found paid in 
1964. Within our examination there were found several items, 
but none of substantial magnitude, which apparently should 
have been paid more promptly. For the reason that misun- 
derstanding can lead to injustice, it is our suggestion that any 
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overdue invoice or in the event of orders placed ahead of an 
anticipated rise in prices, should be accompanied by adequate 
documentation and reasons given. The basic principle that 
the annual appropriation shall be deemed sufficient is im- 
portant. Expense accounts undated and not accompanied by 
vouchers should be discouraged. It may be noticed that the 
unexpended balance for school construction was set forth on 
Exhibit D, held pending the final acceptance and payment of 
remaining obligations, differs from the check book balance as 
set forth on Exhibit A. This is due to a detailed tracing of 
invoices in which items, sometimes on the same invoice as 
equipment, were considered to be outside the scope of equip- 
ment and instead pertain to expendible supplies incident to 
instruction and, therefore, a proper charge to subsidized 
expenses.

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REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER 


Your local Department of Health is an important part of 
your community. No town can expect to have health handed 
to them. It must work to that end constantly, remembering 
that there will probably never be enough agencies or health 
workers to solve all of our health problems. The State helps 
and the Federal Government, also, but the real job of provid- 
ing health protection for yourself, your family and your com- 
munity rests upon you and your neighbors. With the help 
of the civic groups, your public officials and other interested 
citizens, we endeavor to bring to our town a more organized 
health department. Through a Health Council the health needs 
of the community could be determined with observation and 
study. A Council is now in the process of being developed. 
Each family in this town will in some way benefit from this 
group. 


The past fiscal year we have held 5 clinics, where 1,007 com- 
plete immunization and vaccinations have been given to our 
school and pre-school children. Plans are being made for 
further clinics to be held in the spring. 


The clinic room at the elementary building is being equipped 
through the P.T.A. project fund and interested citizens. When 
this room is completely finished, it will house all articles nec- 
essary for the health program. This eliminates the possibility 
of the damaging of these expensive pieces of equipment or 
putting them out of adjustment, due to transporting them 
from one building to another. 


The weight and height of each child has been tabulated 
with the use of the new Clinical Scales. The eyes and ears 
of each child has also been tested and recorded on the health 
records. Students taking part in the athletic program have 
had physicals. 
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The personnel involved in conducting these clinics, giving 
freely of their time, should indeed be appreciated by the com- 
munity. Mrs. Evelyn Grady, R.N. and Mrs. Ruby Hills, Pub- 
lic Health Nurse, who through their professional help and 
guidance have made this program possible. 


As it has been recommended in the past, your Health Officer 
again asks the community to consider obtaining the services 
of a physician to assist with the duties of health officer along 
with a lay person...

Public health nursing is a special kind of nursing concerned 
with prevention of disease, early detection and prompt treat- 
ment of illness, rehabilitation and home care of patients. 
Your public health nurse is a staff member of the Division 
of Public Health Nursing, working under medical direction to 
promote better family and community health. 


She assisted community leaders with planning and execu- 
tion of health-teaching group activities. Examples of these 
were immunization clinics to offer protection against certain 
communicable diseases, program for early detection of dis- 
ease and’ child health conference for health supervision of the 
well infant and pre-school age child. 


Your public health nurse conferred with physicians, town 
officials, school personnel, welfare workers and others inter- 
ested to provide care for patients and for referral to the 
proper agency. She gave direct service to patients at home by 
giving guidance and counsel to them and their families by 
helping them to follow medical direction by teaching them self- 
care, or by teaching home nursing care to some other individ- 
cal responsible for them.

In January, 1965, the Town voted to build an addition to 
Searsport High School containing three classrooms, offices, a 
Home Economics room, a Shop and a Mechanical Drawing 
Room. All schools opened at the regular time but the addition 
was not in full use until November. As planned, grades eight 
through twelve were housed in the High School, grades six 
and seven in the Central School and Sub-primary through 
grade five in the Elementary School. 


In the High School, student handbooks were prepared by 
the faculty and student council. These were printed and dis- 
tributed to all students on the first day of school. The hand- 
book includes information on courses, activities, and school 
regulations as well as a floor plan and registration card. 


We are fortunate in having an exceptionally fine staff, with 
a good distribution of experienced and new teachers. 


We continue to have an increasing number of students 
accepted at college, but there are still many qualified boys 
and girls who do not attend. There are several reasons for 
this, but the leading one appears to be money. The Searsport 
PTA has started a student aid fund. 


With the new addition to our High School, many curriculum 
improvements have been made. 


A. Classes in home economics have been organized for 
girls in each grade. Under the capable direction of 
Mrs. Hurlburt the girls are not only mastering the 
course content, but have formed a very active chapter 
of the Future Homemakers of America.

Mr. Francis has generously given up many hours of his 
time to set up the shop equipment. The boys are now 
getting instruction in many new areas including weld- 
ing, automotive repair, and metal working. 


Mechanical Drawing is now being offered in the Sopho- 
more year. This is a valuable addition to the curriculum 
of students preparing for engineering and technical 
schools. 


Physics and chemistry are now being offered each 
year. The additional lab space and equipment should 
help us provide a much better science background for 
our students. 


A shop technical program has been organized to pro- 
vide boys with an interest in two-year technical schools, 
the background in mathematics, science, and shop that 
they need. 


The library has been enlarged and will now seat over 
30. Mrs. Jackson has done an excellent job of making 
this room attractive and conducive to study. 


Ancient History has been added to the curriculum. This 
provides a four-year social studies sequence for those 
students who wish to prepare for liberal arts colleges. 


With the school plant that we now have, and the curriculum 


improvements that have been made, we should work for ac- 
creditation as soon as possible. 


This will require: 


A guidance director with at least 60% of his time de- 
voted to guidance work. 


2. Clerical help for the guidance director. 
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3. Approximately 450 additional reference books for the 
library. 


4. Many hours of preparation by the faculty. 


Additional metal working equipment is needed for the shop 
if we are to complete the program that was planned. There 
also are many benches that need to be constructed and other 
work to be completed. 


Consideration should be given to developing an athletic field 
adjacent to the school. Help in laying out such an area can 
be obtained from the Soil Conservation Office in Belfast. 


The Health Program at the Elementary School began early 
in the fall with the weighing and measuring of the children. 
This was followed by tests of sight and hearing. Where pos- 
sible the visual accuity machine was used for checking sight 
but in the lower grades the Snellen Chart was used. The 
audiometer was used for all hearing tests. Results of all tests 
were recorded on the Permanent Health Records. Notices were 
sent to parents of children who seemed to be having difficul- 
ties. Parents, as usual, were most co-operative in taking 
children to their own physicians or to specialists and where 
necessary, corrections have been made. 


Credit for the success of this program and the clinics is 
due to the Health Council, which has refurbished the Health 
Room. 


The Stanford Achievement tests were given early in the 
fall. The tests are of value in the correct placement of child- 
ren on various levels. The California Tests of Mental Ability 
were given to all children in grades 3 and 7. Results of these 
tests were recorded on the Permanent Records Cards. 


Two sets of World Book Encyclopedias have been purchased, 
one for the Central School and one for the Elementary School.

In the Central School books have been removed from the base- 
ment room to a bookcase in the hall and to the various rooms. 
There is a very great need of more space for storage of lib- 
rary and reference books which I hope will be met by fall. 


Mrs. Mornita Roberts has been serving as librarian in the 
Elementary School this year. Books are exchanged by the 
children each Monday. 


Seventy new books have been added to the library this year 
from the town appropriation. We are most grateful for a 
gift of more than one hundred used books from the Lakewood, 
Ohio Library. 


Science Research Reading Laboratories are being used again 
in several rooms. We feel that this program does much to 
help overcome some reading difficulties. In this program the 
child is competing with himself and can note his own strengths 
and weaknesses. Each individual can progess as fast as his 
ability will allow. 


After study by a committee of teachers and a mathematics 
workshop, a new arithmetic series was adopted as far as grade 
seven. This program should be expended in the fall to include 
grade seven. 


At present meetings are being held and English texts are 
being studied with the purpose of setting up a unified English 
program. This year our Committee includes both elementary 
and secondary level teachers as well as some teachers from 
Stockton Springs. It is hoped that we will make a wise choice 
of a text which will benefit all. 


Our Health Series is also receiving evaluation and should 
be expanded. Currently there is one vacant room in the Ele- 
mentary School which is being utilized for Educational TV. 
music, and educational movies. At our present rate of pupil 
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enrollment it is foreseeable that it will be necessary to use 
this as a classroom since our entering classes are increasing 
in size. 


In conclusion, I wish to thank the staff, parents and civic 
groups who have done so much for our schools in 1964.

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REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL ADDITION 
Building Committee 
To the Citizens of the Town of Searsport: 


At a Special Town Meeting on January 29, 1964 the Town 
voted to appropriate $182,800.00 to build an addition to Sears- 
port High School. They also voted to continue the Study Com- 
mittee as a Building Committee. The Building Committee 
selected Allied Engineering, Incorporated to complete build- 
ing plans. The plans were finalized, approved by the necessary 
State agencies and went out to bid early in April, 1964. On 
May 2, 1964 the Committee awarded the contract to Emmons 
L. Shea, Ellsworth, Maine. Work was started within a week. 


Although the addition was not completed, school started on 
time on September 9, 1964 in temporary quarters and with 
some crowding. The building was fully occupied in November, 
1964, At present, only minor items are left uncompleted. 


While construction was going on, the Committee was work- 
ing on equipment for the various instructional areas. 


It appears at this time that some of the NDEA funds will 
be unavailable. The contract bid price from the lowest bidder 
was approximately $6,000.00 higher than estimated by the 
architects. Consequently, the Building Committee will ask the 
town to vote an additional $10,000.00 to complete the project.

THE CARVER MEMORIAL LIBRARY ASSOCIATION 


In giving the annual report of 1964, the Carver Memorial 
Library Association looks back on a year of accomplishments 
in major aims; a still growing library service to the com- 
munity; and, along with routine maintenance, further im- 
provement of building and grounds. 


In the circulation of books, figures speak for themselves: 
5,001 in 1963; 7,518 in 1964, the increase being marked 
throughout the year, but especially during six weeks in June 
and July when the Reading Club Program for children (prim- 
ary to sixth grade inclusive) was operative. The result of the 
program justifies a continuation of the plan for 1965. Special 
groups meeting on Saturday mornings (6) during the summer 
proved to be of interest, scheduled speakers being the at- 
traction. 


Books added in 1964 totaled 210, purchased through the 
book funds of the Library; or, in a few cases, given by friends. 


The railings, a memorial to Marion Walker Bilawchas, add 
to the artistic and the practical approach to the building. 


The parking lot, result of three years of budget planning, 
is now a reality. 


Among the expenses scheduled for 1965, the trustees plan 
to finish the building of the storage space for library equip- 
ment and to refinish the floors. In the annual expense for 
maintenance are also considered the rising costs. 
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The requested appropriation from the town is $1,500.00, 
the same as that of last year. 


The resources are given in the treasurer’s report, the 
balance reduced, however, by December 31 to approximately 
$700.00. 


The trustees owe much to the cooperation of Mr. Bouchard 
and the selectmen in the achievement of the parking lot. They 
also wish to thank the townspeople for their continuing sup- 
port. During the year, Mr. Lloyd Rainey was welcomed to the 
Board. 


Mrs. Esther Card as librarian is to be commended for her 
interest and effort. 


At this time I wish to express to the other Board members 
my appreciation for their constant loyalty and active service.

THE SEARSPORT PLANNING BOARD 


The Searsport Planning Board met every month during 
1964, and extra meetings were held when it was necessary. 
Mrs. Catherine Andrews was appointed Chairman in June 
and Mr. John Merrithew was appointed a member in July. 
Mrs. Wilma VanBennekum, was anpointed in January 1965. 


The board continued to work with the Northeast Planning 
Associates, of Burlington, Vermont and the Maine Depart- 
ment of Economic Development, in compiling statistics that 
will be helpful in the future growth of Searsport. The board 
analyzed the results of the house to house survey taken in 
the fall of 1963; reports from the seasonal residents and from 
business and industry. The board has studied, commented on, 
made suggestions on housing, land uses, transportation, roads, 
water, recreational development, schools, population, zoning, 
labor force employment, building code, parking and others; 
all of which should be important to residents of Searsport. 
However, no action has been taken or will be taken with 
these reports until they are completed, printed, and in the 
hands of everyone. This should be by early Spring of 1965. 


The board was fortunate to be able to use the new town 
offices for its meetings. During 1964 the board purchased a 
filing cabinet for permanent records. Also, under the board 
program, a new set of maps have been made of Searsport and 
can be seen at the town offices.

Pursuant to your request we have examined the books of 
account and other records of the Searsport Water District 


for the year, 1964. Presented herewith are the following 
exhibits:

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The principal change in balance sheet accounts was the 
increase in water property and the sinking fund and the reduc- 
tion of working capital (current assets less current liabilities). 
Additions to these accounts are reflected in the cash decrease 
and accounts and notes payable increases. Accounts receivable 
consisted of $1,134.00 in quarterly bills and $4,730.00 of arrears 
billing made January 1, 1965. Materials and supplies on hand 
appear correctly priced and consistent with prior years. 


Engineering and other services relative to the Half Moon Pond 
project paid in 1964 amounted to $2,633.50. The total for this 
project, $11,990.00 is being amortized over a five year period. 
Engineering on the Route One Project amounted to $1,130.70 
during the year. 


Property additions are noted in Exhibit “B” and exceed the 
year’s depreciation allowance by $11,178.00 Bonds held in 
the Sinking Fund were examined as were all transactions in 
the Fund. 


Operating results for 1963 and 1964 are compared in Exhibits 
“EK” and “F’’. Total 1964 revenue exceeded 1963 by $1,769.00. 
This was due in large measure to a physical survey made by 
the District during the year, and which should produce ad- 
ditional revenue in 1965. There were some changes in classifica- 
tions during the year which accounts for some varations among 
the individual revenue account. The only decrease noted was in 


sales to the U.S. Air Force. 


Operating expenses except for water purchased were lower 
in total than for 1963. With regards to water purchases, it 
appears that of the $2,204.00 increase, $887.00 was attribut- 
able to the application of the new minimum rate and the 
balance to increased use of water. Most significant charges in 
the operating results are caused by the increase in income 
deductions, the transfer of $4,748.00 to the Sinking Fund, 
including interest earned and amortization of the Half Moon 
Pond Project. 
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The Funds Statement summarizes the disposition of the 
net income for the year and details the reasons for the deficit 
in working capital at the close of the year. 


We wish to commend officers and personnel of the District 
for the progress made in improving the records and office 
procedures during the year. Recommendations made in the 
previous year have been adopted and we feel the operation 
has benefited greatly. 


In our opinion the attached statements properly reflect the 
financial position of the District at December 31, 1964, 
and the results of its operations for the year then ended in 
conformity with generally accepted accounting principals 
applied on a basis consistent with recommendations of the 
Maine Public Utilities Commission.

BRIEF HISTORY OF SEARSPORT 


Searsport was one of the towns into which the old Frank- 
fort — settled as far back as 1760 — was divided. Prospect 
was taken from Frankfort in 1794 and on February 13, 1845 
Searsport was taken from Prospect and with a portion of 
Belfast was incorporated into a town. 


The first town meeting held was in the Methodist Church. 
The warrant had been posted February 21, 1845. Joseph Pen- 
dleton was chosen moderator and Amos H. Ellis, clerk. Rev. 
Samuel Thurston was chosen chaplain and offered prayer. 
A letter written by David Sears who acknowledged the honor 
of having the town named after him, and also a donation of 
$1,000.00 given by him to be expended for the erection of 
a town hall for municipal purposes was read and placed on 
file. Following the reading of the letter, Andrew Leach, 
Shepherd Blanchard and Otis Black were elected selectmen. 
The office of town treasurer was sold to the lowest bidder for 
$2.00. The following appropriations were made — Schools 
$850.; Poor and town expenses $500.; Roads $2,000. Three 
pound keepers were elected, each to use his own barn for a 
pound. A committee to locate the site of the new town hall 
was elected to report at a future meeting. When the com- 
mittee later reported, it was found its selection to be the 
site on the corner of Main and Elm Streets. It was voted on 
and passed. The company then adjourned to Beal’s Tavern, 
and upon their return to the meeting place the vote was 
rescinded and another vote taken as to the new location of 
the town house. A stormy debate preceded the taking of 
the second vote and it was finally carried by the faction 
which proposed the site on the hill, where it now stands. The 
building erected in 1845-6 was a structure of brick, faced with 
granite and used until March 13, 1905 as a meeting place for 
municipal affairs, but having been considered inadequate it 
was abandoned. In 1936 it was turned over to the Penobscot 
Marine Museum to be used as such. 


When David Sears, the donator inspected the edifice he was 
disgusted with it and ejaculating ‘“Powder-house” strode out 
of its doors and never entered it again. He never gave another 
dollar for the town which bore his name.

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COMMENTS 


Cash collections representing 95.75% of the 1965 tax commit- 
ment, plus almost $109,000.00 received from taxes receivable of the 
prior years, have resolved the cash problems existing at the beginning 
of the year. The over-due tax anticipation loan of $50,000.00 and the 
unpaid County Tax of $18,270.00 are among the items that have 
been eliminated. The cash balance now represents approximately 
15% of the total commitment and is within 87% of the unappro- 
priated surplus. The average cash balance, when computed without 
loans, is still below the zero mark. 


The temporary investment of cash is following a modern practice 
to take advantage of treasury certificates, bank certificates of deposit 
and the new opportunity due to quarterly dividends on savings 
accounts. Such financing is often planned, as in your town, to coin- 
cide with the date of debt retirement. This practice takes advantage 
of the short period of time when cash is available at year end to 
partially offset the long period, prior to and following the date of tax 
commitment, when there is an interest penalty for not having free 
cash on hand. 


The year has witnessed a reduction of certain items of unfinished 
business by simply doing something about them. The Capital 
Reserve investment has been brought down to the true balance, the 
pauper account of undetermined status has been eliminated and by 
action of the voters, the inadequate vote of the town in 1958 that 
authorized the purchase of a school bus (but failed to provide the 
funds) has been corrected. There remains the accounting nuisance of 
minor balances in the school department that are probably perma- 
nently inactive and should be disposed of as the voters of the town 
desire. Left over funds borrowed for capital outlay could, logically 
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at least, be returned to its source (repayment of debt) for the reason 
that such left over funds are costing interest, however, if transferred 
to a capital reserve this factor would be compensating. One progres- 
sive step in the voted appropriation for education was the use of 
terms which have an authoritative definition, whereas the term 
“general” is far from being implicit and can lead to a difference of 
opinion in respect to administration.

Following is a report of the Police Department, for the year 
1965. 


During the year the Police Department received 161 com- 
plaints, of these 67 required immediate action, the remainder were 
of routine nature.

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CIVIL DEFENSE AND 
PUBLIC SAFETY REPORT 
To the Citizens of the Town of Searsport: 


In June your Director and Communications Officer attended the 
Civil Defense Management Institute at the University of Maine. In 
September your Municipal and School Officials and other interested 
citizens met with the University of Maine Civil Defense Continuing 
Education Staff to discuss the role of public officials in Civil Defense, 
what emergency services a community should provide, warnings, and 
how the public is informed with a film about fallout and what 
shelters can do. 


There are many courses available for adults and school children, 
for example, medical self-help and survival in the nuclear age. 
Speakers from the University of Maine and Augusta will gladly come 
with films to speak to any group or organization. 


We applied for, and have been allocated $250.00 for P and A 
expenses in the fiscal year 1966. 


We have three Civil Defense and Public Safety Citizen Band 
radios, one located in the Town Office, one at the home of your 
Communications Officer and one at the home of your Director. Mr. 
Everett Gilmore owns his own radio and uses it to send in the radio- 
logical report each week. We have six persons trained in radiological 
monitoring, but we need more volunteers with their own Citizen Band 
radios to have an adequate warning system. Also a Mass Feeding 
Officer is needed to organize a group to use the Waldo County Mass 
Feeding Van in an emergency. 


I would like to thank Everett Gilmore, Radiological Monitor and 
Martha Roberts, Communications Officer for their participation in 
the weekly Civil Defense Network.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS . 


The new High School wing has operated very effectively and the 
laboratories and library have increased the quality of education. All 
that remains to physically qualify Searsport High School for ac- 
creditation is a guidance counselor and the necessary secretarial 
assistance for him. 


Achievement tests were given in the Spring and College Entrance 
Examinations in December. In September a new version of Biology 
was introduced to better utilize our new and increased facilities. 


The library now contains more than 2000 volumes and files of 
periodicals are being kept. 


Students in the fourth, fifth and sixth grades were given a Critical 
Reading Test which was a nation wide survey. The results of this 
test proved to be very satisfactory. We are pleased to report that 
Searsport Schools ranked in the top 50%. We will also be taking a 
follow-up test which will be given in May. 


The Stanford Achievement tests were given early in the fall. The 
tests are of value in the correct placement of children on various 
levels. Results of these tests were recorded on the Permanent Records 
Cards. 


The Modern Math Program and our Health Series have now both 
been extended through Grade Seven. 


The First Grade is now enjoying physical education classes on 
Thursdays under the supervision of the two first grade teachers. 


ETV has been used very effectively this year in the Elementary 
School. 


We wish to thank the Searsport Lions Club for their continued 
help and interest in our children with regard to their Eye Conserva- 
tion Program. 
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Mrs. Mornita Roberts and Mrs. Martha Roberts have been serving 
as librarians in the Elementary School this year. Books are exchanged 
by the students each Monday. We greatly appreciate the service and 
time they have donated to us. 


Approximately 200 library books were again donated to us this 
year by Miss Lucy Nickerson, Librarian at Lakewood, Ohio. We are 
most grateful for these books. 


Nearly 250 spring bulbs have been planted in front of the new 
Elementary School. These bulbs were donated to the school by 
Hammond Buck. We are very grateful to him for his interest in our 
schools. 


There have been 420 students who have had visual and auditory 
acuity tests during the year 1965. The auditory acuity tests were 
given by Mrs. Evelyn Grady, R.N. who was assisted by Mrs. 
Marguerite Moody. Three children needed attention with regard to 
their hearing. 


The visual acuity tests were done by office personnel and there 
were 24 students who needed further attention. Notices were sent to 
27 parents as a result of these two tests. Several students already have 
their new glasses. 


Intradermal tuberculin tests were given to children in the sub- 
primary and seventh grades by Dr. Alta Ashley and Mrs. Ruby Hills, 
R.N. of the Department of Health and Welfare. There were 100 
pupils tested. The bus drivers, janitors, teachers and other personnel 
who had not previously been tested were also done at this time. We 
are pleased to report that all tests were returned negative. 


All students were weighed and measured at the beginning of the 
school year by Mrs. Roberta Dakin, R.N. with the assistance of 
school personnel. All information with regard to the above have been 
entered on the health records by school personnel. 


In conclusion, I wish to thank all those who have worked to help 
our schools during the year.

Manager’s Report 


To the Trustees of the Searsport Water District 
and the Citizens of the Town: 


I herewith submit my report as Manager of the District for the 
year ending December 31, 1965. 


The District purchased 162,731,550 gallons of water from the 
Stockton Springs Water Co. at a cost of $27,145.94 during 1965. 


The District installed 4 new meters in Commercial and Munici- 
pal locations. Eleven new service installations were made for new 
houses and businesses. It was necessary to replace twelve customer 
services because of leaks or inadequate supply of water. The above- 
mentioned construction cost approximately $2,000.00. 


With the addition of houses on the Savage Road, it became 
necessary for the District to install 1368 feet of 6-inch cast iron pipe 
from U.S. Highway No. 1. This replaced 1000 feet of 2-inch and 368 
feet of 1-inch pipe. A hydrant was installed at a suitable location by 
vote of the Town at a special Town Meeting. The cost of this con- 
struction was $4,805.17. 


Several leaks developed in the water mains during the year and 
all were repaired with little or no interruption in service to the 
customers. 


With one exception we have been able to fill the needs of water 
to all industries and shipping coming into the port. The exception 
being, one weekend during the Summer, when The Stockton Springs 
Water Co. experienced pumping problems. 


The site at the Searsport Reservoir was cleaned, graded and 
filled, for use as a supply area for the District. One of the buildings 
purchased by the District at Halfmoon Pond was moved onto the 
site, and is being used as a storage shed for supplies and equipment. 
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The District has purchased several pieces of new equipment this 
past year, and has made for faster and better service. 


During the year, the District has received requests for water 
service extensions for areas of the Town not serviced. In these cases 
the District is governed by General Order #15 issued by the Public 
Utilities Commission, and cannot expend over $10.00, for every one 
dollar of new revenue derived from the extension. For the average 
home owner under these conditions, the District may invest $120.00, 
with the excess of construction costs to be advanced by the owner or 
builder. It is recommended that any person planning new construc- 
tion, and desiring water service to contact the District office to make 
sure that adequate water service is available, and the exact interpreta- 
tion and discussion of this extension rule. 


Samples of water, from various locations in the system, are sub- 
mitted to the State Department of Health each month for chemical 
and physical examination. The samples this year were found to be of 
very high standards in purity and quality. 


The office of the District, appreciates all the help we have 
received from the citizens of the Town in the reporting of leaks etc. 
and hope that you will continue to report to us any suspected water 
service malfunctions. 


Now that we have a complete water system supplying the two 
Towns, it is hoped that every citizen will feel free to visit our opera- 
tion of the District. We especially invite school groups to tour our 
pumping stations as an educational experience, upon pre-arranged 
request at the District office.

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Trustees Report 


_To the citizens of the Town of Searsport: 


It is our pleasure to submit to you a report of the activities of 
your Water District Trustees for the year ending December 31, 1965. 


Twenty-seven meetings of the Trustees were held during the 
year. 


This past year has seen several important activities occur in 
the District. For the past several years the position of Manager of the 
District has been filled by the Town Manager. We realized that, with 
the increase of Town business and the District business, this manage- 
ment system is becoming very obsolete. It has been the wish of the 
Public Utilities Commission that each Utility has its own separate 
management. 


Applications were received for the position of Manager and 
Treasurer, and Alton L. Johnson was appointed to the position. 


Under the management of Henry Bouchard in 1964, the 
Trustees started to explore the possibility and feasibility of the pur- 
chase of the Stockton Springs Water Co. After consultation with 
financial and legal counsel it was deemed to be a practical investment 
for the District to make. During the year we have endeavored to keep 
the citizens of the Town informed as to this purchase and need not 
repeat the information at this time. 


A temporary loan was secured from Depositors Trust Co. for 
the amount of money necessary for the purchase. Later on during 
1966, the H. M. Payson Co. of Portland, Me., the financial agent for 
the District, will issue and sell bonds of the District to repay the 
temporary loan. 
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The purchase of the Stockton Springs Water Co. now gives the 
Searsport Water District complete control of the water plane and 
supply to both Towns. 


During the year the District has purchased several pieces of 
land and buildings at Halfmoon Pond and will, in the future, con- 
tinue to purchase land and buildings as they become available. 


We will continue to the best of our knowledge and judgment to 
serve in the best interest for the citizens of Searsport in matters con- 
cerning the District.

Attached are the District’s balance sheets at December 31, 1964 
and 1965 and income statements for the years then ended. 


The most notable change in the balance sheet was the increase in 
Water Property due principally to the acquisition of the Stockton 
Springs Water Company. Deferred Charges from prior years were 
deemed to be of no further value to the District in view of this 
acquisition and were charged to Surplus. 


While direct costs of the Stockton Springs purchase are included in 
the Water Property account, there were many indirect costs occa- 
sioned by the investigation and acquisition which were deemed 
properly classified as operation and maintenance expense in the 
Income Statement. This contributes to lower net earnings for the 
year, $3,478 before transfer to the Sinking Fund against $6,847 in 
1964. 

In our opinion the attached statements properly reflect the financial 
position of the Searsport Water District at December 31, 1965, and 
the results of its operations for the year then ended in conformity with 
generally accepted accounting principles applied on a basis consistent 
with recommendations of the Maine Public Utilities Commission.

To the Citizens of the Town of Searsport: 


It is a pleasure to submit to you the 1966 Annual Report 
of the Town of Searsport. 

Our tax collections again this year show a substantial 
amount uncollected, but much of this amount has been 
collected since January Ist. This recent collection has im- 
proved our end of the year financial picture considerably. 

The excise tax this year has reached a record high of 
$16,969.84 representing approximately 1,100 cars registered 
here in 1966. 

Again in 1966 we have continued to improve our Town 
Office by installing a tile floor which has made it much 
more pleasant and easier to clean. 

Both Searsport and North Searsport Fire Departments 
have stayed pretty much as they were last year. 

The road department has finished the reconstruction of 
the Old County Road from Mt. Ephraim Road to the Brock 
Road, the department also widened and cleaned out the 
ditches on many of the down town roads. 

The town has had a number of valuation changes this 
year which will affect our future growth. The W. R. Grace 
change; the sugar cane movement through the Port of Sears- 
port and the formation of the School Administrative District 
have added much to the towns future growth, but unless the 
town starts on a program of sound municipal improvements, 
Such as, a sanitary sewer system, side walk construction 
and street reconstruction, we will find ourself in real financial 
difficulties.

The outstanding features of the years operations include 
the transfer of certain school resources to the newly formed 
School Administrative District which in turn, by assuming the 
outstanding bonded debt for school construction, has elimin- 
ated these items from your balance sheet. The only school 
balances retained, all of minor amount, were remainders of 
special appropriations from local taxation that were not re- 
lated to programs of study, it being felt that the terms of the 
original appropriations did not contemplate use for any other 


purpose. 


The elimination of the bonded debt obviously removes a 
very substantial limitation to the borrowing capacity of the 
town. Also eliminated was the sinking fund for debt retire- 
ment together with the capital reserve fund for school bus 
purchase. 


Collection of the largest item on the list of taxes receiv- 
able did not occur until after the close of the fiscal year caus- 
ing a recent tax anticipation loan of $50,000.00 to remain un- 
paid. Payment of the County Tax of $19,530.00 was likewise 
deferred. 


In the departmental accounts, the cash receipts include 
cancellation of policies attendent to transfer of title to the 
school buildings. The school department share in a blanket 
policy was not computed at year end closing. A portion of 
the fire department appropriation was carried forward in view 
of possible joint fund implications. The unexpended balances 
of $12,537.57 compared with only $938.65 in overdrafts, con- 
tributed to the gain of $14,182.66 in your appropriated surplus.

Following is a report of the Police Department from 
June of 1966 until December of 1966. 

During the period of time above mentioned, the Police 
Department received 93 complaints, of which 60 were urgent 
and needed immediate attention.

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REPORT ON SHELLFISH MANAGEMENT PROGRAM 


The following is a summary of some of the work in clam 
management done during 1966. 

After the closure in July, a survey was made of the clam 
resources of the town of Searsport. A total of 253 acres of 
flats contained 20,712 bushels of marketable clams. This data 
combined with that for other towns in the closed area was 
incorporated into a Federal Water Pollution Control Board 
report which could have an effect on pollution abatement in 
the area. Considerable work was also done at the Northern 
Chemical plant on pollution control. 

Work has just lately begun on possible plans for a de- 
puration plant to serve the Searsport - Stockton area. It 
would, if built, make possible the harvest and use of thou- 
sands of bushels of clams now growing in areas closed for 
pollution.

REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 


in Searsport in the year 1966 


Public health nursing service was provided by a public 
health nurse, staff member of the Division of Public Health 
Nursing, and was a part of the total community health pro- 
gram that mades accessible every available resource to help 
persons achieve and maintain optimum health. 

The nurse made 254 direct nursing visits to patients of 
all ages in their homes, school, nursing office and com- 
munity. These were made under medical direction from the 
patient’s own physician, the school physician and from other 
divisions within the Department of Health and Welfare. 

In the interest of individuals and group programs thirty- 
nine consultations were held with physicians, school per- 
sonnel, town officials and other persons interested in com- 
munity health. 

The nurse assessed the needs of the children regarding 
immunization and arranged clinic service in the community. 
Immunization to protect against diphtheria, tetanus, polio- 
myelitis, measles, smallpox and whooping cough were ad- 
ministered by a physician. Children were immunized as re- 
quested by parents as a part of the child health conference 
and in school by the school physician. 

The nurse assisted Alto Ashley, M. D., Health Officer, 
Health District III, in administering the tuberculin skin tests 
to children in selected grades. Home visits were made as 
needed. 

Appreciation is extended to the volunteer health workers, 
school personnel and town officials for their cooperation 
and interest in the community health program.

REPORT FROM THE RECREATION COMMITTEE 


This is the first report made to the town by the recrea- 
tion committee which was appointed by the select men. 

A summer recreation program was provided for the re- 
sidents of Searsport, under the direction of Robert Tufts. The 
program included baseball, basketball, badminton, croquet, 
softball and horseshoes. 

Three Work Study students were employed to assist Mr. 
Tufts and five local youth were employed under the Neigh- 
borhood Youth Program. This proved to be a valuable addi- 
tion to the program and accomplished many worthwhile pro- 
jects. Following is a general list of the work done. (1) erected 
basketball area in elementary playground, (2) performed 
numerous tasks for the janitors — painting, washing, clean- 
ing, (4) painted bleachers at park, (5) painted and erected 
scoreboard at park, (6) installed postholes for volleyball at 
park, (7) cleaned skating area, (8) erected backstop at park 
for girls softball, (9) painted tables and steps for picnic 
area at park, (10) enlarged infield on baseball field at park. 
These are some of the highlights and they represent many 
hours of work. 

The total cost of the summer program was about $1,470. 
The program ran for ten weeks and the total attendance 
was 2,601. The committee would like to thank Robert Tufts 
for the excellent job which he did in carrying out the sum- 
mer program. 

A skating rink has been constructed on the Mortland 
Road, thanks to Mr. and Mrs. Edgar Carter, and the Searsport 
Water District. This has _ proven to be very beneficial to a 
number of youth as well as adults. 

An adult recreation program has been set up, with the 
men meeting on Monday evening and the women’s night 
held Thursday. Mr. Robert England, the local physicial educa- 
tion instructor, is the director of the program. 

A volleyball league has been organized and is being 
enjoyed by the men. 
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The Recreation Committee arranged to have the school 
gym open for two days during the Christmas vacation in 
order that the youngsters might enjoy supervised play at 
that time. | 

It is hoped that a summer program similar to last year’s 
can be set up for this coming summer.

MANAGER’S REPORT 


To the Trustees of the Searsport Water District and the 
Citizens of the Town: 


I herewith submit my report as Manager of the District 
for the year ending December 31, 1966. 

The amount of water used by the District during 1966 
was 172,988,100 gallons. This amount includes water for both 
Searsport and Stockton Springs. After September the water 
consumption by the W. R. Grace Co. was greatly reduced 
due to the closing of a section of the plant. 

As always, the District experienced main line leaks. These 
leaks were repaired with little or no interruption in service. 

The following are the major improvements in the system 
this past year: 

1. Three meters were requested and installed—all in 

commercial locations. 

2. Seven old services renewed for customers. 

3. Sixteen new services installed for new houses 
and trailers. 

4. Dueto the rebuilding of School St. in Stockton Springs 
by the State it was necessary to relocate and replace 
two hydrants and some customer services. 

5. One hundred and eight feet of six inch main was 
added to the Savage Rd. main that was installed in 
1965. 

6. The Bay View Nursing Home installed a fire sprinkler 
system, making it necessary for the District to fur- 
nish a six inch service connection. 

7. Due to the number of leaks that have occurred in 
the past year on the six inch main leading to the 
C.H. Sprague & Son plant, it was necessary to re- 
place 400 feet of six inch main. The C.H. Sprague 
& Son company purchased a new hydrant to replace 
an old one as part of their fire protection. The new 
hydrant was installed on the new main. 
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8. The hydrant located near the Wagon Wheel Motel on 
U.S. No. 1 was damaged by a car and it was neces- 
sary to replace with a new one. During the replace- 
ment it was relocated. 

9. A four inch by-pass was installed around the meter 
pit leading to the W. R. Grace Co. plant. 

10. A seven foot chain link type fence was installed 
around the reservoir in Stockton Springs. 

11. The Searsport reservoir was drained and cleaned dur- 
ing the early Fall. 

12. A new 300 G.P.M. pump was purchased and installed 
at pumphouse No. 2, replacing an old pump. 

13. A new hydrant was added to the system for the Town 
of Stockton Springs near the residence of Fredrick 
Grant. 

14. The District entered into a main line extension agree- 
ment with Basil Staples of Stockton Springs. 480 feet 
of six inch main was installed with Mr. Staples paying 
for the installation according to Public Utilities Com- 
mission regulations. 

On behalf of myself and the employees of the District, 

I take this opportunity to thank the citizens of both Towns |. 
for the cooperation that we have received from you this past 
year.

Gentlemen: 


Pursuant to your request we have examined the books 
of account and other records of the Searsport Water District 
for the year 1966. 

Additional land purchases totaled $3,521 in 1966 and other 
addition to the property account amounted to $15,202, while 
retirements were $2,797. The Stockton Springs Water Com- 
pany purchase of $179,466 was distributed to property accounts 
totaling $207,613 and the balance of $28,147 added to the 
Depreciation Reserve as approved by the Public Utilities 
Commission. 

Sinking Fund additions applicable to the 1948 issue due 
in 1968 included $1,174 of Fund earnings and a $4,000 transfer 
from operating income. An additional $6,238 was put into a 
separate account as a Sinking Fund against the anticipated 
issue of January 1, 1967. Current assets and liabilities are 
detailed in the Balance Sheet and were examined as deemed 
necessary. 
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Income for the year shows a substantial improvement 
over the previous year and is directly attributable to the 
economies resulting from Stockton Springs Water Company 
purchase. The District had anticipated that additional revenue 
from the new customers would approximate $6,300, but actual- 
ly amounted to over $7,200. Reduction in operating expenses 
due to elimination of the water purchased account was ex- 
pected to save $10,500 in total District expenses but the actual 
reduction was nearly $14,000. Offsetting these items was a 
decline in industrial revenue in Searsport but other revenue 
increased leaving a total operating revenue increase of $5,500 
for the year. 

Net income after depreciation and interest expense was 
$12,158 compared with only $3,478 for 1965. Final net income 
after the sinking fund appropriation was $745. In 1965 the 
District’s appropriation to the Sinking Fund exceeded available 
income by $1,587. 

We wish to commend the personnel of the District for 
the manner in which the Stockton Springs division has been 
combined into the Searsport Water District and the general 
performance of the record keeping functions during the year. 

In our opinion the following statements propertly reflect 
the financial position of the Searsport Water District at De- 
cember 31, 1966, and the results of its operation for the year 
then ended in conformity with generally accepted accounting 
principles applied on a basis consistent with recommenda- 
tions of the Maine Public Utilities Commission.

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Town Manager’s Report 


To the Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of 
Searsport: 


It is again a pleasure to submit to you the 1967 
Report covering the activities of the 122nd year of 
operation of the Town of Searsport. 


I will follow the same sequence here that is 
followed throughout this report and throughout the 
town warrant. 


Taxation and Collection: 


Our financial situation was improved considerably 
this year with only 4.5% of our past years taxes left 
uncollected, as compared to a high of 28% last year. 
The fact that the town used $45,000.00 of its unap- 
propriated surplus is one financial problem that is 
going to cause a considerable amount of dissatisfied 
tax payers. Even if we did not increase our expendi- 
ture this coming year we would still have to increase 
our tax rate by approximately 2 mills. I would recom- 
mend that the town try to stabilize their use of the 
surplus account by keeping the amount taken from 
surplus each year very nearly the same. 


Protection: 


The Police, Fire and other protection services 
have not changed appreciably this year, but with the 
announcement of the discontinuance of the private 
ambulance service in the area, it may mean that the 
town will have to expand their services in the pro- 
tection area. 


Health and Welfare: 


The health services have been improved this year 
in the area of health clinics, which are now held 
monthly, thanks to the help of many volunteers, 
who are working hard, our program is very success- 
ful. 


Highways: 

The completion of the Goodell Street reconstruc- 
tion and tarring has transposed a rough, narrow town 
road to a wide smooth street with adequate drainage. 
This year we have started a reconstruction and tarring 
program on the Savery Road, we completed approxi- 
mately one half mile of road, we hope to continue 
this project until the entire road is completed. One of 
the best projects started last year was the tarring of 
our gravel roads, if we can keep up the pace of 
tarring two additional miles every year we should, in 
a relatively short time, have all our roads tarred. 


General: 


There are many services in town that the tax 
payers are asking for and many of these services are 
needed especially sewer and sidewalks. Unless we 
undertake some of these projects soon we will be in 
trouble in the near future. 


I wish to express my sincere thanks to all officers, 
all employees and citizens of the town who helped 
us try to make this a better town to live in.

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COMMENTS 


The loss in unappropriated surplus is approximate- 
ly the difference between the amount voted there- 
from at annual town meeting and the amount recom- 
mended by the budget committee, plus the amount 
voted at a special meeting. It was clearly the intent of 
the budget committee to use the gains of the prior 
year plus enough more to arrive at a surplus level 
that, in its opinion, was for the best interest of the 
taxpayers. There is now less available to offset the 
forseeable increase in taxation for education. The 
budget recommendations anticipated partially compen- 
sating revenue. It was noted that the large amount of 
uncollected taxes at the beginning of the year would 
yield more interest than in a normal year. 


It is important to note that the departmental over- 
drafts were only $302.40 compared with the unexpended 
balances (excluding unappropriated income) of $11,- 
328.88 representing a prudent management of town 
funds that could well be highly appreciated by the 
voters. The collection of the large outstanding 1966 
tax eliminated the financial situation existing at the 
beginning of the year. The indebtedness of an over- 
due tax anticipation loan and the unpaid county tax 
were thus liquidated. 


It may be noted that ten of your departmental 
balances have been carried forward to the new fiscal 
year. Included are the accounts for civil defense, snow 
removal, equipment and the town wharf according to 
instructions voted at prior town meetings. Other ac- 
counts such as the new siren and land for recreational 
facilities involve future participation by other agencies. 
The State Aid Road balance is required in any event, 
but is further complicated by condemnation proceed- 
ings. The Town Road Improvement account awaits 
remittance from the State.

To the Citizens of the Town of Searsport: 


Following is a report of the Police Department 
for the year of 1967. 


During the year, the Police Department received 
374 complaints. 


We had a total of 62 accidents, out of which 15 of 
the cars were total losses. 


The Department made a total of 27 arrests and 
had 24 convictions. These fines totaled to $1,100. 


During the year of 1967, the Town purchased 
$370 in police equipment which was so badly needed. 


During the year of 1967, there were 8 breaks from 
which a total of $900 worth of goods was taken. We 
recovered a small part of this and succeeded in bring- 
ing five persons to justice. 

During the years 1966 and 1967 , crime has in- 
creased around the neighboring towns. This shows 
a definite need for stronger police protection for the 
citizens. During the year of 1967, we maintained a 
stronger night patrol and was able to stop some of 
the crime before it happened. During the ensuing 
year, we hope to maintain a stronger police force for 
protection of our citizens.

MANAGER’S REPORT 


To the Trustees of the Searsport Water District and 
the Citizens of the Town: 


I herewith submit my report as Manager of the 
District for the year ending December 31, 1967. 


The amount of water consumed by the District 


during 1967 for both Searsport and Stockton Springs 
was, 124,678,300 gallons. This amount is 48,309,800 
gallons less than in 1966. The loss in gallons is due 
to the W. R. Grace & Co. operation and will also be 
reflected in the financial report on income. Not all 
was lost however, because considerable financial sav- 
ings were realized in pumping power purchased and 
purification supplies. 


The District had it’s usual main line leaks and all 
were repaired with little or no interuption in service. 


The following are the major projects performed 
by the District for the system this past year: 


1. The District was able to secure through Civil 
Defense a much needed air compressor. This piece 
of equipment is available to the Town operation and 
the Citizens if the need arises. 

2. One new meter was installed at a commercial 
location in Stockton. 


3. On May 15th the new hydrant as voted by the 
March Town Meeting was installed in Searsport, be- 
tween the Earl Merry and the Yardarm Motel property 
on U.S. 1. 

4. In order to service the Penobscot Shores Inc. 
campground for the summer, 2500 feet of 1% inch 
plastic pipe was used as a surface line. 

5. The hydrant on the corner of Mt. Ephraim 
Rd. and Godell St. was replaced and relocated. At 
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the same time a new main line valve was installed 
at the junction of the two roads on the main serving 
upper Mt. Ephraim Rd. 

6. Replaced and relocated the hydrant across 
the road from Edward’s Garage in Stockton Springs. 

7. Approximately 4000 feet of 6 inch main leading 
to the W. R. Grace & Co. plant was cleaned. 

8. Three hundred feet of Cast Iron pipe was in- 
stalled on lower Water St. in Searsport replacing 
3/4 and 1 inch copper tubing. 

9. Six customer services were renewed. 

10. Fourteen new services were installed. Seven 
in Searsport and seven in Stockton Springs. 

11. Sixty feet of 1 inch and 197 feet of 3/4 inch 
copper distribution main was added to the system 
to serve houses located on dead end streets. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the 
Trustees, employees and the customers of the Dis- 
trict for their cooperation and assistance during the 
past year, all helping to keep this system running 
efficiently at all times.

Pursuant to your request we have examined the 
books of account and other records of the Searsport 
Water District for the year, 1967. Presented herewith 
are the following exhibits:

Early in 1967 District bonds were issued in the 
amount of $230,000 to mature January 1, 1977. Pro- 
ceeds of the issue were used to repay temporary 
loans of $216,300, to acquire additional land at the 
source of supply, $8,765, and to pay debt discount 
and other expenses associated with the issue. Other 
property additions, $6,490, were financed from the 
depreciation allowance. Balance sheet changes and the 
reasons therefor are detailed in Exhibit G, showing 
the sources of funds and their disposition, which 
results in a cash balance increase of $2,667. Interest 
accrued at the close of the year totaled $6,150 includ- 
ing $5,175 due on January 1, 1968. Payment of this 
amount changes the cash position substantially. 


Total operating revenue declined by $10,360, di- 
rectly attributable to the loss in industrial revenue 
of $10,912. Commercial revenue also declined, but a 
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good increase was shown in residential sales. Opera- 
tion and maintenance expenses declined by $5,000 
including a reduction of over 50% in the power pur- 
chased account reflecting the sharp drop in gallons of 
water pumped. Other decreases are spread throughout 
the various expense accounts and reflect favorable 
Operating experience during the year and the absence 
of major emergency repair items. 


Net earnings from jobbing sales and interest earned 
on the sinking fund both show gains for the year. 
These are offset, however, by the higher amount of 
interest paid reflecting the higher rate on the bonds 
compared with temporary notes in 1966, and also the 
greater amount outstanding. Debt discount and ex- 
pense is being amortized as an imcome deduction 
over the life of the issue. These items result in a net 
reduction of operating income to $4,042, compared with 
$12,158 for 1966. From this amount is deducted the 
transfer to the District’s Sinking Funds, as detailed 
in Exhibit F, totaling $6,605 of which $1,780 represent- 
ed fund earnings not withdrawn. The resulting deficit 
of $2,562 reduces the District’s earned surplus account 
to $31,695. 


In our opinion the following statements properly 
reflect the financial position of the Searsport Water 
District at December 31, 1967, and the results of its 
operation for the year then ended on a basis con- 
sistent with accounting methods prescribed by the 
Maine Public Utilities Commission.

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Report from the Searsport Water District 
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Town Manager’s Report 


To the Selectmen and the citizens of the town of Searsport: 


It is again a pleasure to submit to you the 1968 Town Report cover- 
ing the activities of the town. 

Again, I will follow the same sequence in my report as I follow 
throughout the entire town report. 


Taxation and Collection: 


The major change in 1968 was the acceptance by the town of a pro- 
fessional revaluation. The new revaluation is expected to be completed in 
May of 1969 which will enable us to use the new value in calculating our 
1969 commitment. 

The collections for 1968 have been about normal with approximately 
4% uncollected at the end of the year. 


Protection: 


The addition of a new truck in North Searsport and the proposed addi- 
tion of a new pumper in Searsport should complete our firefighting needs 
for many years to come. The addition of the ambulance service created 
some organizational problems that are now in the process of being correct- 
ed. The only future need is additional training in an area of the protection 
services. 


Health and Welfare: 


Our health service has continued to improve this year under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. Roberta Dakin, and of course, her many volunteer workers. 


Highway: 


We undertook some major work loads in our highway department. 
But the continuation of the expanded tarring program was the most im- 
portant and definitely should be continued. The addition of a sidewalk 
program should be continued and expanded to the point where sidewalks 
are kept clear year-round. The addition of a new Town Garage is one 
problem the town will have to face in a very few years. 


Sewer: 


The most important problem facing the town must be faced as soon 
as possible. A delay in this work will only mean a greater cost and a 
large increase in sanitary problems, which are fast becoming a health 
hazard and an economic hazard. 


I wish to express my sincere thanks to all town officers, all employ- 
ees and all citizens of the town for their cooperation during the past year.

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COMMENTS 


The cash balance became unusually low being less than 2% of the total 
expended during the year, exclusive of borrowing and investment trans- 
actions. The cause can be traced to voted appropriations from surplus that 
totaled $32,412.00 which was very close to that portion of your surplus 
not represented by uncollected taxes, together with the normal assort- 
ment of frozen assets. The yearly appropriations from surplus are general- 
ly made possible by the recovery from various sources, in which the ex- 
cise tax revenue is the largest and most dependable factor. In the current 
year the appropriation of $16,000.00 from this source curtailed the recovery. 
In the management of the funds available however, it was noted that 
departmental unexpended balances exceeded the overdrafts by $7,752.43, 
which is a saving nearly equal to your cash balance. Incomplete trans- 
actions will yield recovery of cash from the boat ramp project but a furth- 
er payment will be necessary when the new fire truck is delivered and 
accepted. 


A favorable factor is the increase in capital reserves, which has the 
double value of currently earning interest and the future saving in interest 
compared with financing capital expenditures by borrowing. 


There was commendable activity in the disposition of property record- 
ed as acquired by foreclosed tax lien mortgages, yielding a profit of $526.77 
in this respect. Nine new properties were so acquired compared with ten 
sales. Tax collections in cash alone represented more than 95% of the com- 
mitment which is considered to be a good performance for a calendar 
year closing date.

TO PROVIDE THE ANSWER THIS LETTER IS BEING PRINTED IN 
THE TOWN REPORT WITH THE HOPE THAT IT WILL BE READ AND 
CIRCULATED AMONG ALL CITIZENS OF SEARSPORT. 


The answer is fair assessments. If every property is assessed and by 
the same uniform rules, then no one pays more or less than his fair 
share of taxes. 

But over the years, many assessments have gotten out of line. Some 
properties have been assessed too high. Other properties have been as- 
sessed too low. 


WHY WE’RE HAVING A TOWN-WIDE EQUALIZATION PROGRAM. 


In 1968 it was decided that the time was overdue for placing ALL 
assessment on a completely fair basis. To do this job, the Town selected 
the Cole-Layer-Trumble Co., one of the outstanding appraisal firms in the 
nation. 

Their job was to make certain that every property, large or small, 
was appraised by the same fair standards with no exceptions to this rule. 

As a result of this town-wide project, Searsport’s assessment system 
will be as fair and as up-to-date as any town anywhere. 


A FULL AND FAIR REVIEW 


The complex job of carefully appraising nearly 1000 properties is just 
about completed. Sometime this spring, assessment notices will be mailed 
out. These will determine the tax each property owner will pay in 1969. 

Those who have questions regarding their assessments will have a 
chance to review them with the appraisers at a date to be announced later. 


WHAT WILL HAPPEN TO YOUR TAX BILL? 


Normally, some tax bills go up, some go down, some stay the same. 
However, more will go up than down because the Town’s budget is ex- 
pected to be higher this year than it was last year. Remember, the equal- 
ization program was undertaken only to make sure all assessments are 
fair — not to increase the individual tax bill. If your tax bill does in- 
crease it means one of two things or both: 

One: Your property was assessed too low in preceding years. 

Two: The Town budget was increased this year over last year’s.

It is worth a great deal more than the present assessment. When you 
receive your notice you will know the actual market value of your prop- 
erty. Whether you are interested in selling it or not, you will have a 
good idea, perhaps for the first time, how valuable your real estate really 
is. And now, if you ever want to sell it, it should be easier to do so 
because the assessment is not a low figure that has little relationship to 
present day value. 

And remember your neighbor will be accorded exactly the same ar- 
rangement as you. He, too, will know what his property is worth today.

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Health Officer’s Report 


To the Citizens of Searsport: 


Twenty-three cases of communicable diseases including five of German 
Measles, 16 of Chicken Pox and one each of Scarlet Fever and Scarletina, 
were reported to me and by me to the State Department of Health. May I 
state that there may have been several cases not reported and that it is a 
state law that all communicable diseases be reported to the Health Officer 
by a parent or guardian. During December and January many children 
and adults were ill with a virus type infection but no diagnosis of any 
specific type influenza was reported to me. 


Most of my work this year has been working closely with Mrs. Ruby 
Hills, P.H.N., and the programs concerning all the children of our town 
and schools. 


Nine pre-school clinics, open to all children under school age, were held 
the second Wednesday of each month during this time. Examinations were 
given as well as any of the immunizations required by law. As many as 28 
children and as low as eight at our cold December clinic have been in 
attendance. While I have been assisting the Doctor with the examinations 
and immunizations Mrs. Hills has been very helpful counseling the par- 
ents with feeding problems or ways and means to follow up care and 
treatment necessary if defects were found. The large job of paper work 
and keeping routine at these clinics has been very ably done by the mem- 
bers of the Health council, who are, Mrs. Evelyn Gradie R.N., Mrs. Mar- 
guerite Moody, Mrs. Doris Jeffrey, Mrs. Grace Jordan, Mrs. Jacqueline 
Ellsmore, Mrs. Lucille Hickson and Mrs. Ramona Strickland. The Con- 
gregational Church Vestry has been our place of clinic for which we are 
grateful to the personnel for. A great deal of our expense of vaccine has 
been cut down this year as the State Health Dept. has provided serum 
necessary for the Oral Polio and Measles in their endeavor to curtail 
these diseases. (Recent study of brain damage, ear and eye trouble, paral- 
ysis and many others has reverted back to when the child has had one 
of these diseases.) Our latest information from the state points out that if 
infants and pre-schoolers are properly immunized that a longer period of 
immunity is ahead for them and the Boosters. , 


During September and October 73 boys and 62 girls were given physi- 
cal examination as required by the School Dept. for the athletic program. 
January of this year 40 grade 1, 30 grade 4, and 67 grade 7, boys and 
girls were also given physicals. The most common condition found by 
these physicals is the need for dental care. Parents have been notified of 
these and of any other defects found. One large immunization clinic was 
held last May for the necessary boosters for Diphtheria, Tetanus, and 
Small Pox. Oral Polio was given when needed. Arthur Jewell D.O. of 
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Brooks has been the attending physician at all these clinics and made all 
the physical examinations. 


Through the efforts of the local Lions Club all the students from K-12 
had their eyes examined by a trained optometrist, Dr. George Lord of 
Bucksport. Of the more than 900 students tested 46 K-6 and 59 7-12 were 
referred by him for further examination. 


(NOTE: Dr. Lord during his testing either found need for glasses or 
the eyes were O.K. Some that he referred may have already been under 
care and treatment of which he would have no knowledge, but many. that 
were not, have since received glasses for which the parents are very grate- 
ful that this matter had been brought to their attention.) 


In November after being approached by many people about the drink- 
ing water situation in our town, I wrote a letter to the State Department 
to find out what could be done. I received from them in December a most 
gratifying letter stating that a thorough investigation of the public water 
system had been made in company with Mrs. Alton Johnson, and the 


water was found to be free of bacteria of the coliform group, clear and 
free of odors. 


January of this year I made the appointment of Lloyd Rainey as Sears- 
port Plumbing Inspector and Donald Ruttenburg as assistant. I wish to 
inform the people of this town that if any changes in the plumbing of 
present homes or for construction of new homes or changes in public 
buildings one should report the plans to Mr. Rainey for the necessary 
permit and also to meet the requirements of the state. 


I am personally grateful for all the help given me by the public and 
the town manager, Mr. Bouchard, for all the other town health problems 
he has taken care of for me.

Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Services in Searsport 
in the year of 1968 


Your public health nurse, a member of the staff of the Division of 
Public Health Nursing, submits her report of nursing services given to 
individuals, families, and community groups in Searsport during the year 
1968. Referrals for the services were received from individuals, families, 
physicians, school personnel, health committee members and other sources. 
The types of health problems varied; the services provided, therefore, var- 
ied in accordance to the need for them. They included nursing care of 
sick and handicapped patients, health supervision, and, in some instances, 
consultation. 


A total of one hundred and fifty-five (155) direct visits were made to 
persons in their homes. Fifty conferences were held with school personnel, 
town officials, physicians, social workers and health council members in 
behalf of individual patients or health programs. 


Your nurse assisted patients and families to carry out the regime of 
care prescribed by their physician. 


Your nurse shared the planning and management of child health 
conferences and clinics with the Searsport Health Council. One pre-school 
immunization clinic and eight child health conferences were held. Infant 
and pre-school age children not under supervision of a private physician 
were invited to attend. Each child was offered a physical examination 
and necessary immunization by Arthur G. Jewell, D.O. The nurse dis- 
cussed the child’s health with the parent. 


Your nurse gave consultation to school personnel, regarding individual 
students. She discussed the school health program with parents and obtain- 
ed a health history of each school enterer. She prepared for and assisted 
at three immunization clinics. Arthur G. Jewell, D.O., gave the immuniza- 
tions. 


All immunizations given in the various programs are summarized as 
follows:

Although the Carver Memorial Library Association returned to an ac- 
tive status in 1956, it is only since 1958 that the present board has func- 
tioned (with few changes in its personnel, occasioned only of necessity). 
Thus, it seems fitting after ten years of unified efforts that a report be 
given of the board’s accomplishments: a sound program of keeping the 
building in repair and of timely improvements in the building itself, in- 
cluding additional shelving (with more shelves on the agenda for 1969); 
improved lighting inside and out; the achievement of a dry cellar with 
the installation of a circular drain around the building; a graded parking 
area across from the library; replacement of the walk from the building 
to the road, insuring a safe approach; renovations resulting in a utility 
room, along with replacement of old plumbing; the completion of the re- 
cataloging — and the continuation of a landscaping program already mani- 
fested by the removal of dying trees and the planting of four maples, 
donated by Mr. Walter Snow. 


During these years books of no use or value were discarded and 3146 
added. 


In 1964 a Reading Club Program for children (primary through sixth 
grade) was promoted by the Librarian, Mrs. Card and is still in operation 
with most successful results. 1969 sees the return to the Children’s Story 
Hour with Mrs. John R. Richardson in charge. 


Our substantial financial balance is a reminder that we have postponed 
projects from 1968: painting the outside trim of the building and replacing 
the present cellar doors with metal ones. 


With the hoped-for $1500 appropriation from the town for 1969 the 
Association should be able to accomplish these two aims and have addi- 
tional fund for- books especially in the K-3 age group which the Library is 
now featuring. 


As a board we are, as ever, working to encourage the educational 
and the cultural interests in Searsport. Once more we take this opportunity 
to express our appreciation for the response from the townspeople, and 
the support from the town itself.

MANAGER’S REPORT 


To the Trustees of the Searsport Water District and the Citizens of the 
Town: 


I herewith submit my report as Manager of the District for the year 
ending December 31, 1968: 


The amount of water delivered to the District’s master meter for the 
year, for Searsport and Stockton Springs, was 126,064,900 gallons. This is a 
slight increase over last year. 


The District has had an unusually busy year with new improvements 
and additions to the system. One of the largest improvements was the in- 
stallation of the new gas type chlorinating equipment. One automatic 
machine is located at the pumphouse in Prospect and one is located at the 
pumphouse in Stockton Springs. These two new machines replace the old 
Hypo-type of chlorination and have resulted in excellent water quality 
tests from the State of Maine Health Dept. since their installation into our 
system. 


The following are the major projects performed by the District for this 
past year: 


1. Eighteen new customer services were installed, eleven in Sears- 
port and seven in Stockton Springs. 


2. Eight old customer services were renewed. 


3. The old hydrant at the corner of Union and Reservoir St. in Sears- 
port was replaced with a new one and a hydrant valve installed. 


4. 280 feet of 3/4” distribution main on the Mortland Rd. in Sears- 
port was replaced with 8 inch cast iron pipe. 


5. Thanks to Mr. and Mrs. Emery Dakin and Mr. and Mrs. Edgar 
Carter in allowing the District to lay the 8 inch main on part of their 
land to escape ledge, the District was able to save several hundred dollars 
for itself and the Town in the installation cost of the new main serving 
the hydrant near the entrance to the school property. This new hydrant 
was voted to be installed at the 1968 Town Meeting. 


6. It was necessary for the District to discontinue 230 feet of 1 inch 
copper distribution main on the lower Savage Rd. in Searsport and install 
6 inch cast iron pipe in its place to supply water for the new hydrant that 
was voted in at the 1968 Town Meeting. This hydrant is located near the 
entrance of the driveway of C. Card and C. Hyde. 


7. <A defective hydrant located on Middle St. in Stockton Springs was 
replaced with a new one, and a hydrant valve installed. 
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8. 800 feet of 3/4 inch galvanized pipe used as a summer distribution 
main for Upper Mt. Ephraim Road, was replaced with 114 inch plastic pipe. 


9. 250 feet of 3/4 inch copper tubing was installed as a main exten- 
sion on the Meddow Rd., Stockton Springs to serve a new house. 


10. The District entered into a main line extension agreement with 
Maine Sugar Industries Inc., and installed 1300 feet of 8 inch cast iron 
pipe as a distribution main for their new installation in Searsport. 


There were scheduled, two other projects, but time did not allow the 
work to be started and these will be done in the spring of 1969. 


On behalf of myself and the other employees of the District, I wish to 
take this opportunity to thank you, the Trustees, for your action in pro- 
viding us with our new building in which to work and store our equip- 
ment. We all enjoy our facilities and will ‘endeavor’ to keep it a place of 
pride to the community. 


My personal thanks to the Trustees, employees and the customers of 
the District for their cooperation and assistance during this past year.

Gentlemen: 


Pursuant to your request we have examined the books of account and 
other records of the Searsport Water District for the year 1968. 


On September 1, 1968, the balance of the Districts original bond issue 
of 1948 was redeemed in the amount of $90,000. Of this amount $36,000 
was withdrawn from the sinking fund which had been accumulating for 
this purpose and the balance paid from the proceeds of a short term 
loan. Short term loan funds totaling $25,000 were also used to finance 
additions to operating property, including the new shop and office build- 
ing. Other changes in the District’s financial position as detailed in the 
attached balance sheet are not too extensive. 


Total operating revenue declined by $2,030 from 1967, and was again 
directly attributable to the loss in industrial revenue. Operation and main- 
tenance expenses increased by $2,041, principally in labor costs. Deprecia- 
tion was up by $715, reflecting the additions to the operating property in 
1968. Total interest and debt expenses increased by 949, reflecting the 
retirement of the 1948 low interest debt. 


The District suffered a net loss before provision for debt retirement of 
$1,621 compared with a net profit of $4,042 for 1967. Transfers for debt 
retirement amounted to $6,411, leaving a net deficit for the year of $8,033 
which has been closed to Earned Surplus. 


It appears that, unless sales of water for industrial use resume the 
level of 1966, and prior, the District must increase its revenue by other 
means: an increase in all general service and fire protection rates. Based 
on 1968 revenue and expense and provision for interest and a 212% sink- 
ing fund, revenue requirements would be approximately $60,000 or an 
increase of nearly 40% on the average. 


In our opinion the attached statements properly reflect the financial 
position of the Searsport Water District at December 31, 1968, and the re- 
sults of its operations for the year then ended on a basis consistent with 
accounting methods prescribed by the Maine Public Utilities Commission.

TOWN MANAGER’S REPORT 
To the Selectmen and the citizens of the Town of Searsport: 


This being my first report submitted to the citizens of Searsport, I 
hope to give you as complete a picture of the past year’s activities as pos- 
sible. 


On February 13, 1970 the town will celebrate the 125th anniversary 
of its incorporation. Not only on this date but throughout the summer and 
climaxing on Labor Day, the 125th Committee have planned a series of in- 
teresting events. My sincere thank-you to every member of that committee 
for their dedication to this event. 


During the past summer, the revaluation project approved by the 
voters in 1968 was completed. 


The new tank truck for the No. Searsport Fire Department arrived on 
May 29th. It was the unanimous decision of the Budget Committee at the 
request of the Fire Department to recommend purchasing a new pumper 
and ambulance for the Searsport Fire Department. I firmly agree with this 
recommendation because of the age of the pumper, the poor condition of 
the ambulance and the fast increasing costs of this type of equipment. 


Our health service has continued under the able direction of Mrs. 
Roberta Dakin and her many volunteers for the year. 


Due to the several severe storms in the fall of 1969, there was exces- 
sive damage to the roads which will require immediate attention in the 
spring. The tarring and sidewalk programs initiated last year will be con- 
tinued. The sidewalks were completely hot-topped through the business 
district on Main Street and work should continue this year. I am recom- 
mending, with the unanimous approval of the Budget Committee, the pur- 
chase of a 4 wheel drive pick-up and plow and a heavy duty dump truck 
from our Capital Reserve Equipment Account. This money has been in- 
vested for this purpose and for the economy of the town I think they should 
be purchased now, rather than use the grader for plowing the dead-end 
streets and parking lots. The 4 wheel drive International truck should not 
be used for continued road work but be saved for winter roads. Hopefully, 
the future will see a town garage to house our equipment for its protection. 


Survey plans for a Sewerage System have been completed and present- 
ed to the Selectmen and are now awaiting the approval of the Water, Air 
and Environmental Improvement Commission. 


A Maine Community Betterment Committee has been formed during 
the past year. 


At this time I would like to express my appreciation to Superintendent 
James Doughty for his cooperation since coming to Searsport. My sincere 
thanks also to all officials, employees and citizens for their advice and co- 
operation during my first year here.

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ASSESSORS’ REPORT 


In addition to the normal efforts extended to complete the annual 
commitment of taxes, two major projects have been completed in the area 
of Assessing during the Municipal Year 1969. 


First, and probably foremost of these is the revaluation/equalization 
program completed by the Cole-Layer-Trumble Appraisal Company. This 
program, if properly supported, should provide a much improved equality 
in assessments for the forthcoming years. Replacement costs of buildings 
are current and land values are reflective of present market values. Also, 
the valuation reference furnished by this company should provide a sound 
basis of uniformity for determining assessed valuations for new construction 
and any other building improvements. We anticipate that the Sales Ratio 
Study now being compiled by the Bureau of Taxation, State of Maine, will 
show the new assessments of 1969 to be very nearly 100%, in those cases 
involved in the study. 


Secondly, but no less important, has been the work done by the James 
Sewall Company in updating the Property Tax Maps. All changes to date 
have been posted. Subdivision activity of recent years has been included in 
this project. Property owners are invited to review their property lines as 
delineated on the tax maps. The Board of Assessors is usually at the Town 
Office on the first 3 days of April for the purpose of receiving the lists of 
polls and estates. You might wish to examine the tax maps at that time. 


The increased need for revenue continues to exert pressure on the 
property tax, which is presently the major income source. Searsport’s 
equalization program and tax maps certainly place our town in an enviable 
assessing position. We feel confident the townspeople will continue to 
recognize the need and support of good assessment practice.

I submit the following report of police activities for 1969 to the 
Selectmen and Town Manager and the Citizens of Searsport. 


The activities of the Police Department are ever increasing in all phases 
due to traffic expansion and increase in the crime rate; also the ever in- 
creasing number of complaints of various natures. 


The above mentioned activities have increased the demand for further 
coverage and consumes more and more time in order for this Department 
to render protection for its citizens, along with surveillance, and protection, 
and security for the many and scattered businesses of the Town of Searsport. 


The Searsport Police Department continues to give its best efforts to 
the citizens of Searsport, with a full time Chief to provide service, and safety 
to the citizens of this community.

SPECIAL POLICE 
The Searsport special police is ever increasing their efficient activities 
for the Town of Searsport citizens and the Police Department. 


The Special Police at this time consist of three capable officers who 
donate many hours for the benefit of the community, the donated hours 
consist of time spent on call during the Chief’s day off, and hours when the 
Chief is absent on Police business.

I would like at this time to extend my gratitude and appreciation to 
each one of these dedicated men for his excellent assistance, and also I 
would like to see the number of Special Police increase in 1970; which 
would mean they could be self-supporting and an independent unit. 


I would like, at this time, to thank the citizens of Searsport for the 
cooperation they have given me, which I feel is greatly needed to perform 
my duties and give the citizens of Searsport the service, safety and security 
they are well deserving of.

During the year 1969 we have made 60 calls with our ambulance 
totaling approximately 1,500 miles. Expenses for operating the ambulance 
were $1,786.81. Equipment purchased amounted to $770.79. We have 
received, to date, for ambulance calls a sum of $932.50. 


Because of the condition of the existing ambulance we are asking for 
a new vehicle to replace it. It is quite possible the ambulance service may 
have to be discontinued in the near future unless this old ambulance is re- 
placed. 


It is the hope of the department that the town will vote to replace the 
pumper which is 30 years old. 


With the arrival of the new Tank Truck in May, 1969, for North 
Searsport, that Department should not need any expensive equipment for 
years.

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HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 
To the Citizens of Searsport: 


Fifteen cases of communicable diseases, including 10 German Measles, 
3 Scabies, and 2 Mumps, were reported to me and by me to the State De- 
partment of Health. I would like to, once again this year, state that all com- 
municable diseases are to be reported to the Local Health Officer. 


The work of my second year has been largely a duplicate of last year, 
planning of Pre-school Clinics and the Health Program of our Searsport 
Schools. 


10 Pre-school Clinics were held. Physical examinations were given as 
well as immunizations required by law. 68 children have attended one or 
several of these clinics to receive their beginning series of Diphtheria, 
Whooping Cough, Tetanus; Oral Polio; Small Pox vaccination; or the im- 
munization against the dreaded disease Measles, or the boosters to them. 
We have been more successful this year with our program of physicals for 
the children. I feel the mothers are becoming more aware of their impor- 
tance and the help that can be offered by our Public Health Nurse in at- 
tendance, to follow through with the recommendations given. Perhaps this 
means added vitamins to the child’s diet, planning for a tonsilectomy, cir- 
cumcism, entering a child in a heart clinic to name a few, or maybe just a 
few moments of their time to just talk the mother’s problems over and offer 
suggestions. Although these are few, they are very important to have taken 
care of before a child enters school. 


Our clinics have been held again this year in the Vestry of the Congre- 
gational Church. We are fortunate to have such a convenient place for them. 
Once again we wish to thank the Church Personnel for having us. 


We were sorry to lose from our Council this year Evelyn Gradie, R.N.., 
who has put in many years to this work and Doris Jeffrey, who also attend- 
ed many of the clinics. Marguerite Moody, Grace Jordan and Jacqueline 
Ellsmore are still doing the paper work. 9 out of the 10 vials of Oral Polio 
serum used have been provided by the State Department of Immunization 
at a saving to us of almost $7.00 per vial. All the measles serum has also 
been provided by the State proving to us their great concern to keep these 
diseases under control. Dr. Arthur Jewell, O.D. has been the attending 
physician at these clinics. 
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Sept., Oct., and Nov., Dr. Jewell gave physicals to 68 boys and 21 
girls in the Sports Program at the High School. He was unable to give as 
many as last year due to limited time due to the fact that he has been ac- 
cepted to the staff of the Waldo County Hospital at Belfast. 


For the second year we have been very fortunate to have Dr. George 
Lord, an optometrist from Bucksport, examine the students’ eyes in 
grades K through 12. Of these tested 63 (Grades 7-12) and 19 (Grades K-6) 
were referred. I am very sorry to report that of the total 82 referred 22 
were also reported last year and not attended to. As before, a few who 
were referred are under care of other optometrists of which Dr. Lord would 
have no knowledge. The Local Lions Club sponsored this program as they 
did last year. 


14 students at the Brick School were given physicals at the beginning 
of the school year and when referrals were made Public Health Nurses have 
assisted Mrs. Brown and the parents in following them through. 


All Elementary Students have been weighed and measured by the 
Health Committee assisted by Mrs. Blood, Mrs. Pendergast and Mrs. Hickson. 
The Junior High and High School students have been done by Mr. England 
in his Physical Education Program. 


The Tine test for tuberculosis was given to 34 K, 73 Gr. 7, 57 Srs., 11 
Brick School students and 30 teachers and helpers, a total of 205 tests. 


I attended the meeting, called by Mr. Doughty, Supt. of Schools, with 
the Public Health Nurses of the several towns in our District to evaluate the 
present School Health Program and heard the suggestions made to be recom- 
mended to the Directors to up-date the program. 


Due to the transfer of Mrs. Ruby Hills and the appointment of Mrs. 
Ruth Stephenson both Public Health Nurses the physicals of grades 1-4-& 7 
have not been done to date but it is hopeful this can be done very soon. 


One fox has been disposed of and 2 squirrel heads sent to the State 
Laboratory for testing to comply with the Law to Control Rabies. Notice 
has also been sent to me that when dogs are to be licensed a record of 
Rabies Shot is required. 
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My appointment of Lloyd Rainey as Searsport Plumbing Inspector 
and Donald Ruttenburg as Assistant Plumbing Inspector for the coming 
year has been accepted and approved by the State. Changes being made in 
home plumbing should be reported to Mr. Rainey for the necessary permit 
and inspection as required by the State. 


I wish to thank the Public, the Town Manager, Mr. Savage, the Police 
Chief, Mr. Leavitt, and all who have cooperated with me to make my 
second year a success.

Division of Public Health Nursing, Bureau of Health 
Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Services 
in Searsport in the year of 1969 


Public health nursing service was provided by a staff member of the 
Division of Public Health Nursing. The constant goal of the program is the 
promotion of health through education, prevention of disease, and rehabili- 
tation of individuals and their families. Home visits, school and community 
activities vary according to the town’s changing needs. This year home 
bound patients who needed professional nursing care were served by the 
Mid-Coast Home Health Agency. 


Direct visits to patients and families and consultation visits to physi- 
cians, school personnel, social workers, town officials and others were made 
to assist persons in preventing disease and disability and to help those with 
health problems in achieving maximum health. Forty-eight per cent of 
these visits were made for the benefit of the school age child. A decrease in 
the visits to the younger child is due to the regular attendance at the child 
health conference. Eighteen referrals were accepted from various sources. 
Twenty-two patients were discharged with health problems resolved. Visits 
involving treatment of disease or specific preventive measures were made 
under the direction of a physician. 


This year sixty-eight infant and pre-school age children not under the 
care of a private physician made one hundred and thirty-four visits to ten 
child health conferences, sponsored by the Searsport Health Council. Each 
received medical examination, health counseling or immunizations as pro- 
tection against disease as recommended by the attending physician, Arthur 
Jewell, D.O. Four children were referred elsewhere for further care. 


Your nurse discussed the school health program with parents and ob- 
tained the health history of each child as part of the pre-school registration. 


Four hundred and fifty-three persons attending kindergarten, grades 
one, seven and twelve and school employees were given a skin test for the 
detection of tuberculosis. This number represents two school years. All 
necessary follow-up of positive reactors was done by your nurse. 
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Volunteer health workers worked closely with your nurse in assisting 
Arthur Jewell, D.O., with medical services in the school. One hundred and 
thirty-eight children in selected grades were given medical examination to 
encourage health practices for maintenance of good health, and to detect 
defects which might impair the child’s ability to learn. Nine parents were 
present. Your nurse visited two others to interpret medical findings and 
recommendations for further care, and to help in obtaining this care. In 
general, need for better dental health and improved posture was found. 


One clinic was held in school where immunization against disease was 
given to sixty-six children whose parents requested this service. The small 
attendance indicated a high level of immunity in the school age child. Each 
year more children are receiving complete immunization series before school 
entry. 


All immunizations as given in the total health program are summarized 
as follows:

Much of the effectiveness of the program is due to the volunteer health 
workers, town officials, and school personnel. Their interest and coopera- 
tion is appreciated.

Together with the Manager’s Report and the Audit Report this sum- 
marizes District activities for 1969. 


Although some improvement in revenue was realized, the need to de- 
velop additional income is still very necessary. Obviously, the total 1968 
and 1969 net loss of $15,750 points out the need of a rate adjustment. 
The loss is chiefly attributable to loss of revenue in “‘metered industrial”’ 
accounts. For comparison, —

Concerning the need of a rate adjustment, these observations are shar- 
ed by the District Auditor and have been discussed with representatives of 
the Public Utilities Commission. They concur with us in this matter. Meet- 
ings have already been held with Selectmen of the Towns of Searsport and 
Stockton Springs to explain this situation and to develop an understanding 
of the method of apportioning the anticipated increase. 


The modification of the intake at Halfmoon Pond is expected to im- 
prove water quality which is long overdue. An existing intake pipe, which 
was formerly abandoned in terms of effective maintenance, has been clean- 
ed and restored to full service. This pipe extends further into the pond and 
takes water from a greater depth than the former pit intake. The pit has 
been covered. This approach should reduce the introduction of algae into 
the distribution system and might permit reduction of some chemical treat- 
ment which affects the taste and odor of delivered water. 


The death of Mr. James Nickerson, a long time trustee and chairman, 
was a great loss to the District organization and the Town. His faithful and 
conscientious service was greatly appreciated. Dr. John Richardson was ap- 
pointed to fill his vacancy. 


Your attention is invited to the Manager’s report and the Audit report 
for detail in those respective areas. 


As in the past, it has been our pleasure to serve the citizens of the 
Searsport Water District. We desire to be responsive to the needs of the Dis- 
trict and act to satisfy those needs to the best of our abilities.

MANAGER’S REPORT 


To the Trustees of the Searsport Water District and the Citizens of the Town: 


I herewith submit my report as Manager of the District for the year 
ending December 31, 1969. 


The amount of water delivered to the District’s master meter for both 
Searsport and Stockton Springs during 1969 was 135,334,198 gallons. This 
is an increase of nine million gallons over last year. The W. R. Grace Co. ac- 
counted for this increase in their consumption. 


One of the largest improvements to the system was to improve the in- 
take pipe at Halfmoon Pond. In order to improve the quality of the water, 
the District employees with the aid of a diver, installed a 14 inch elbow at 
the end of the intake pipe. This removes the intake from the bottom of 
the pond to approximately two feet above the bottom. A discontinued pit 
that was located in the intake system, allowing a large amount of surface 
water to enter the intake was covered over. Other work was also done at 
this time to the screen pit and the intake pipe. 


The new chlorinating equipment that was installed in 1967 has been 
functioning very well and the Monthly bacterial tests made by the Maine 
Health and Welfare Dept. have been excellent all during 1969. 


As usual, the District experienced several leaks in the main pipe line. 
With but one exception, these were all repaired without interruption to the 
customer. 


The following are the major work projects by the District this past 
year along with the above mentioned: 


1. Seven new customer services were installed. Six in Searsport and 
one in Stockton Springs. 

2. Six old customer services were renewed. 

3. The hydrant in front of the old post office on Main Street in 
Searsport was broken during the Winter by a State snow plow. A new hy- 
drant was necessary for replacement. .

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4. One hundred and eighty three feet of 3/4 inch distribution main on 
Otis St. in Searsport was replaced with 6 inch cast iron pipe. 

5. Extensions were installed on two hydrants to bring them up to a 
better ground level. ? 

6. Forty nine water meters were installed in commercial locations of 
the District. 

7. Due to a defective hydrant on Maple St. in Stockton Springs, a new 
one was installed. 

8. The Searsport one half million gallon reservoir was drained, clean- 
ed and chlorinated during the late Summer. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the Trustees, employees 
and customers for their cooperation and assistance during 1969. It has been 
a pleasure to work with and for all of you.

Gentlemen: 


Pursuant to your request we have examined the books of account and 
other records of the Searsport Water District for the year 1969. Presented 
herewith are the following exhibits: 


Changes in the District’s financial position are shown in the balance 
sheet, Exhibit ‘“‘A’’. Additional bank loans of $5,470.44 during the year 
helped finance property additions of $10,664.95, the largest item being 
meters. The balance of the capital expenditures were financed from the 
District’s operating funds leaving working capital, exclusive of notes payable, 
of $11,618 at the close of the year, down from $14,672. 


Total operating revenue increased by $2,786 over 1968, and was most- 
ly attributable to increased industrial sales and to gains in changing from 
flat to metered commercial sales. Operation and maintenance expenses in- 
creased by $6,918, principally in labor costs and related taxes. Total inter- 
est expense up only $75 over 1968, but interest income was down $1,510 
due to termination of part of the Sinking Fund in 1968. 


Since funds were not available for transfer to the Sinking Fund in 
1969, the total outlay for debt expense was reduced by $5,978 leaving a 
final net loss of $7,725 for the year compared with a loss of $8,033 for 
1968, when $6,411 was used for debt retirement. 


Based on 1969 revenue and expenses and a 2% sinking fund on existing 
debt and additional funds needed to complete the metering program it ap- 
pears that approximately $20,000 additional annual revenue will be requir- 
ed in the immediate future. This would constitute a 43% overall increase in 
rates. 


In our opinion the attached statements properly reflect the financial 
position of the Searsport Water District at Dec. 31, 1969, and the results 
of its operations for the year then ended on a basis consistent with account- 
ing methods prescribed by the Maine Public Utilities Commission.

Our examination and accompanying report 
was based upon the generally accepted audit procedures pertaining to State 
of Maine Municipalities. 


We herewith submit our report consisting of exhibits and supporting 
schedules, together with such qualifications, analysis and recommendations 
necessary to develop the purpose of a municipal audit. This report is sub- 
ject to the limitation of time for complete replies to letters of verification.

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COMMENTS 


The departmental operations reflects a very favorable ratio of unexpend- 
ed balances when compared with overdrafts, the latter being insignificant 
except for the cost of tax anticipation loans. Due to the terms of the voted 
appropriation, the cost of such loans is separated from the interest income 
derived from delinquent taxes and temporary investments; the total thus 
earned was noted to be substantially less than the cost of borrowing. A 
fiscal year ending on December 31st means that municipal services are being 
rendered long before the taxpayers are asked to pay for them, hence they 
get a break in respect to time but not in eventual cost. 


It was noted that there has been a partial consolidation of departmental 
accounts. Our report must obviously abide by the terms of each appropri- 
ation but the records at the Town Office can provide adequate detail if need- 
ed. A modification of this consolidation is suggested. The term ‘‘unappro- 
priated income’”’ does not include items such as refunds or income derived 
within the operations of a department; it is intended to include State col- 
lected and distributed income that the voters have not authorized to be ex- 
pended. 


The mathematical increase in unappropriated surplus merits analysis. 
By definition this surplus is only the difference between the unencumbered 
assets and the liabilities, including allowance for shrinkage of assets. It isa 
figure necessary to balance the books. It is sometimes believed to be a tan- 
gible entity that can be used without loss of cash from the Treasury, which 
is not true. An overdraft carried forward in anticipation of future revenue 
(the revaluation overdraft is an example) adds to the paper surplus, al- 
though the cash is not on hand and is expected to be obtained from future 
taxation. In contrast, the prior years overdraft carried forward for Boat 
Ramp Construction was in anticipation of cash recovery (not then measure- 
able) and was more realistic. 


An outstanding feature of the balance sheet is the extent of uncollected 
taxes. It was noted that the difference is not due to the combination of a 
larger tax commitment and the amount owed by a few. The reason why 
there are so many more new names on the list of uncollected taxes is not 
clear. Under the circumstances the balance of $113,915.42 due to the School 
Administrative District at the close of the year could not be paid at that 
time. The element of uncertainty in respect to the percentage that will ac- 
tually be collected or secured by tax mortgages, leaves the allowance for 
loss currently estimated to be only $153.56 for all tax years, to be equally 
uncertain. The amount of this allowance is an element in the computation 
of your surplus, therefore, any variance in this allowance likewise enures to 
the reality of your unappropriated surplus.

TOWN MANAGER’S REPORT 


Another year has come to a close and I would like to take 
this opportunity to express my appreciation to the citizens and 
officials for their support of our many projects. 


The summer was filled with activity and I’m sure everyone 
in Searsport is as proud as I am of the 125th Celebration. We owe 
Rev. Robert Browne and his most capable committee our heartfelt 
“‘thank-you”’ for their tireless effort to make this an event we will 
remember for a long time. 


We have added some very necessary equipment to the high- 
way department and to the fire department. A Chevrolet dump 
truck equipped with plow and a 4 wheel drive pick-up and plow 
attachment was purchased early in the year. Both have proven 
very successful. The pick-up was a wise investment and has been 
used all winter to keep the dead-end streets open, leaving the 
other equipment free for the rest of the town roads. 


On January 23rd the new fire pumper arrived. I feel we have 
a Fire Department of which we can be proud. 


At a special town meeting held in early summer it was voted 
to purchase a police cruiser providing funds were available under 
the Safe Street Act. A 1971 Plymouth has been purchased and is 
now in operation fully equipped at a cost to the town of $1832.00. 
The remainder was paid through the above Safe Street Act. 


We have built 1 mile of road on the Nickerson Road, 2 mile 
on Mortland Road and % mile on the Savery Road, during this 
past year. The sidewalk project that was started last year in the 
business district was continued this year, both to the east and a 
small portion to the west of the business district. 


The Municipal Wharf and Seawall was extensively damaged 
during the storms of 1969 but under the able supervision of 
Daniel Rich a crew of local men worked throughout the summer 
to completely rebuild the damaged facilities. We can be proud of 


the workmanship and also thankful to the Federal Government 
for the money that was available to help pay for this reconstruc- 
tion. . 


Union Hall has had a new heating system installed and work 
is continuing on the upstairs which will include paneling and light- 
ing. 


I would like to thank Roberta Dakin for her dedication to 
the health needs of the town and school children. I’m sure this 
includes many volunteers, many of whom I do not know. 


It was almost unanimous at the Budget Advisory Committee 
meeting to reeommend the construction of a Town Garage the 
coming year. We have many thousands of dollars invested in some 
fine and very necessary equipment and for the protection of that 
equipment, we should have a place to house it. A proposed finan- 
cial arrangement has been tentatively worked out whereby a large 
tax rate increase would not be necessary. It is my feeling that this 
is the year to make this move due to the lower interest rates avail- 
able to the towns. I am sure many of you are not aware that when 
repairs are necessary on any of our equipment they usually have 
to be done outside; this is most uncomfortable during the winter 
months in inclement weather. 


My thank you to Superintendent James Doughty for his con- 
tinued cooperation. Without this cooperation and that of all the 
Town Officers and employees this past year of accomplishments 
would not have been possible.

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HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT | 
To the Citizens of the Town of Searsport: 


During the period of the last 3 years, since I have been Health 
Officer, I find that the number of Communicable diseases reported 
to me and then by me to the State Department of Health, has de- 
creased from 23 to 10. This year 8 cases of German Measles and 
1 each of Chickenpox and mumps were reported. I feel that the 
one main reason for this decrease is the well attended Pre-school 
Child Health Conferences and the response to the physical and 
immunization programs that are offered in our schools annually. 


Ten pre-school clinics were held this past year. Notices were 
sent each month and through the combined efforts of our Public 
Health Nurse, Mrs. Hope Harvey R.N., and myself a completed 
immunization program has been offered. By this, I mean, each 
child has been given a series of 3 (Diphtheria, Whooping-Cough, 
Tetanus) “‘Shots’’, followed in 1 year by a Booster; 3 doses of 
Oral (Tri-Valent) Polio Vaccine; 1 Small-Pox vaccination; and a 
permanent vaccination against 7-day measles (Rubeola). Since 
December of this year Rubella Vaccine (German Measles) has been 
added to our list and to date 19 children have received their “‘shots’’. 
Most of our Oral Polio and all of our Measles serums have been 
provided by the State Department of Immunization. 


A most important part of our Child Health Program is a com- 
plete physical for each child, given by Dr. Arthur Jewell D.O. 
Few minor problems and some of much concern have been found 
and recommendations given. These are followed through by Mrs. 
Harvey even to Specialists when necessary. A well planned im- 
munization program is great - but a healthy child entering school 
is far better. 


The clinics have been held in the Congregational Church 
vestry as in the past. Once more I wish to express my thanks to 
Mrs. Marguerite Moody, Mrs. Jacqueline Ellsmore and Mrs. Grace 
Jordan for their help at these clinics; and to Dr. Jewell for his ser- 
vices, and to the Church Personnel for the use of the Vestry. 
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Starting in May of this year, children from Stockton Springs and 
Swanville have been invited to our clinics. Although few in num- 
ber from each Town, they helped to maintain the requirements 
set by the State, of a Child Health Conference, - which neither 
one can do alone, - and helps us to keep our requirements met. 
We have had a very capable group from Swanville help with these 
clinics including a PHN, RN, and 2 helpers. This year 56 children 
from Searsport have attended one or more of these clinics, at a 
cost of serum used less than one dollar per child. 


This year physicals for grades 1-4-7 will be started the last 
week of January and the immunization clinic has been planned 
for the first week in March. Each student that participates in the 
Athletic Program is required to have a physical each year before 
activities start. These physicals have already been done by Dr. 
Jewell or a Private Doctor of their choice. Last year my concern 
was to up-date the Oral Polio immunity and this year it has been 
to wipe out German Measles. Almost 230 of 321 students grades 
K-6T, were given the vaccine in November. Some of the remain- 
ing had had theirs by Private Doctors. 


Visual screening was done again by Dr. Lord of Bucksport, 
through the courtesy of the Lions Club. 3 years ago 105 students 
were referred and this year only 80 were referred. 


Ears have been tested with the audiometer by a group of vol- 
unteers headed by Mrs. Elsie Trask. Others being Mrs. Ellsmore, 
Mrs. Moody, Mrs. Luzier, Mrs. Haggerty, Mrs. Tina Gould, Mrs. 
Natalie Curtis, and Mrs. Probert. Mrs. Barbara Blood and Mrs. 
Pendergast have again weighed and measured the students at the 
Elementary grades while Miss Cox and Mr. England have done 
those in the Jr. High and High School during their Phys. Ed. 
periods. 


Tine testing for T.B. was done in Sept. by Mrs. Harvey in 
grades K-7- and 12. Check ups made as needed. 


Students at the Brick School are not forgotten either. They 
Have been given physicals and will be invited to the immunization 
clinic as needed. They have also been weighed and measured. 
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Our physicals in all grades show the great need for dental 
care. Much has been said regarding fluoridation of our water 
supply, which serves maybe less than % of our Town’s children. 
Get it in School? About 90% of our school water is either washed 
down, flushed down or showered down. The cavities are here and 
need attention! I personally feel that we should put our efforts 
into obtaining a Dentist instead of fluoridating our water. 


Mr. Lloyd Rainey has been appointed as Plumbing Inspector 
and Donald Ruttenburg as assistant by me and approved by the 
State. 


I am personally grateful for all the help given me by the 
Public and the Town Manager, and his assistance in all other 
Town health problems.

Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Services in Searsport in 
the year of 1970 


The prevention of disease has advanced rapidly during the 
past few years. Doctors and nurses, public health departments, 
teachers, parents and even children themselves take part in the 
general program. 


This year your public health nurse has made 134 direct ser- 
vice visits to patients of all ages in their homes, schools and the 
nursing office. 


In child health conferences children received physical exami- 
nations in an effort to detect any abnormalities which might exist. 
Mothers were given an opportunity to confer with Arthur Jewell, 
D.O., and the public health nurse regarding the health needs of 
their infants and pre-school age children. These children received 
the necessary immunizations to protect them from poliomyelitis, 
smallpox, diphtheria, tetanus, whooping cough and measles. 


School children in grades one, four and seven were given phy- 
sical examinations by school physician Arthur Jewell, D.O., and 
immunizations as requested by parents. 


This year German measles immunization was offered for the 
first time to children in kindergarten through grade six. Tuberculin 
tests were given to 189 persons, school children and personnel. 

The nurse wishes to express her appreciation to the local health 
officer and her committee for their fine cooperation, and to thank 
town officials and school personnel for their help.

We answered a total of 68 calls and traveled approximately 2350 
miles. Expenses for operating the ambulance were $928.88. We 
have received to date, for ambulance calls a sum of $824.92. 


Due to the fact that our application for matching funds was 
lost we did not purchase a new ambulance. 


We would like to have the money that was raised last year 
put in an account for a new ambulance and add to it each year. 


We were lucky to have been able to acquire a replacement for 
our old ambulance at no cost for the vehicle and the Chief of 
Police and Leon Howard donated their time to put it in first class 
shape.

MANAGER’S REPORT 


To the Trustees and Citizens of the Searsport Water District: 


I herewith submit my report as Manager of the District for 
the year ending December 31, 1970. 


The amount of water delivered to the District’s master meter 
for both Searsport and Stockton Springs during 1970 was approxi- 
mately one hundred and fifty million gallons of water. This is an 
increase over last year, but most of the increase can be attributed | 
to the water lost with the main line leak at the West Cape river 
crossing at Stockton Springs in April. Industrial sales by the Dis- 
trict shows a decrease of around thirteen million gallons. This is 
due to the change of the W. R. Grace Co. to Delta Chemicals Inc. 
The Delta Chemicals phased out part of the plant that used this 
amount of water. Sales to ships by the two watering points were 
just slightly higher than the past year. 


Monthly water samples taken by the District and tested by 
the State of Maine Division of Sanitary Engineering have tested 
excellent for 1970. 


With every year of age added on the water mains of the Dis- 
trict it seems that more leaks occur. This year was by no means 
any exception. The leak at the river crossing on the West Cape Rd. 
in Stockton Springs being the largest and very costly. The cost of 
repair was over $4,000.00 plus the loss of a large quantity of water, 
which adds to pumping cost. Service was maintained during the 
repair to the customers by the use of fire hose laid over the bridge. 


During the year, more water meters have been installed bring- 
ing the total to over 300. This program will continue during the 
year in Searsport and Stockton Springs. 


The Management and Trustees attended schools and meeting 
of the Maine Water Utilities Association during the year whenever 
possible.

Thirteen new services were installed. Seven in Searsport 
and six in Stockton Springs. 

Nine services were renewed throughout the system. 

A hydrant on Station St. in Stockton Springs, being 
worn out, was replaced with a new one.

Springs was relocated and a main line hydrant valve 
was installed. 

Replaced three hundred and sixty feet of old eight inch 
cast iron pipe with new pipe at the river crossing on 
West Cape Rd. , 

A hydrant located on the Cape Rd. in Stockton Springs 
was found to be broken and was replaced with a new 
one and a main line hydrant valve was installed. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the Trustees, 
employees and customers for their cooperation and assistance 
during 1970. It has been a pleasure to work with and for you all.

Operations for the year resulted in a net loss of $13,962 after 
transfer to the Sinking Fund. New rates became effective October 
15, 1970, but their affect on the year’s revenue was largely offset 
by a decline in industrial sales. 


Property additions included $7,655 for purchase of land at 
the source of supply, $14,500 for meters, and other items $6,365. 
These were financed by short term notes, which amounted to 
$117,611 at the close of the year, an increase of $32,211. 


In our opinion the attached statements properly reflect the 
financial position of the Searsport Water District at December 31, 
1970, and the results of its operations for the year then ended on 
a basis consistent with accounting practices prescribed by the 
Maine Public Utilities Commission.

The general fund operations result in a financial gain indicated 
by the increase of $12,075.77 in unappropriated surplus and the 
slightly improved cash balance. In the departmental accounts the 
unexpended balances total. $22,429.44 compared with overdrafts 
of $8,349.22. The cash basis and other characteristics of the uni- 
form system for municipal accounting can occasionally make it 
difficult to measure loss of gain with accuracy and certain qualifi- 
cations are usually needed to attain a true viewpoint. 


One unusual account has been the authorized overdraft for 
re-valuation that is carried forward from year to year. This type 
of accounting considers that taxes to be levied in the future, plan- 
ned to be $4,000.00 annually, be an asset of the present. Fortu- 
nately only one more year, at the usual amount to be raised, will 
extinguish this account. The cash balance reflects the overdraft 
forward for Town Road Improvement but in this instance it is a 
true asset, the effect being the same as an account receivable. 
Cash to be received from the State will apply to the elimination of 
this temporary position. Due to the variety of joint funds the 
State is, between certain periods, financing Town expenses and in 
turn the Town pays for costs that are shared by the State. Due to 
the fiscal periods being six months apart, the cash basis is in gen- 
eral use. Other balances forward are either required by vote of 
the Town or projects authorized but incomplete. 


The storm damage and the time required before outside fi- 
nancial assistance is actually determined and received, is one of the 
variable factors. The overdraft in the Town Road account reflects 
absorbing road damage cost which has been charged to surplus in 


the absence of exact knowledge how much recovery can be realized. 


The $9,000.00 made and received has been currently allocated to 
the separate damage that occurred to the Town Wharf; this project 


shows an overdraft of $2,515.86 which has been currently lapsed to 
surplus. Being a Civil Defense item, the future is not predictable. 


Two of the Capital Reserves were nearly used up by the duly 
authorized use for the purchase of new equipment. Unused por- 
tions of the closed out savings accounts tentatively remain in the 
checking account but will be reinvested upon assurance that all 
costs have been met.
